An officer 
of our county—our Sheriff—informed the railroad 
authorities that ail was quiet here, and that they 
might resume the o|>eration of their road and tele­ 
graph line with safety ; yet they have failed to do it. 
Our mails are retained, and it is after they were 
duly notified that there is no danger here. 
A vote of thanks was tendered to Major 
McQuiddy and others for their efforts and 
advice for keeping the peace. 
The following resolutions were then unani­ 
mously adopted : 
Retolted, That it is the sense of this people that 
there* is not notv, nor has there ever been, any 
danger in the running of traius or the forwarding of 
the mails by this road. 
Resolved, That it is considered clearly a breach of 
contract with the United states Government on the 
part of the railroad authorities in not delivering the 
mails at this time. 
The Settlers’ League have transmitted the 
following message to Washington :

The settlers appear jubilant over the fact 
that the Government will not use armed force 
to enforce civil processes, and that the tight is 
to be left to the railroad and settlers alone.

Telegraphic and railroad communications 
have been resumed. The first train arrived 
at Hanford at 5 o’clock this afternoon, and 
nearly the whole male portion of the town 
were at the depot to meet it.

San F rancisco, 51 ay 14th.—Deuia Kear­ 
ney was brought down from Sacramento yes­

,Superintendent Provost, who conveyed him 
to the House of Correction, where he will re­ 
main to complete his sentence if the Supreme 
Court does nut reverse judgment and restore 
him to liberty. 
There are 274 prisoners charged with the 
commission of crime now confined iu the 
County Jail, 200 of whom are awaiting trial 
for felony and 08 are serving terms for mis­ 
demeanors. Seventeen awaiting trials are 
charged with murder, 20 assaults to murder, 
5 assaults with deadly weapons, 80 burglary, 
20 robbery, 4 perjury, and 21 with other fel­ 
onies. Two iiundred aud six of the prisoners 
are white men, 14 white women, and 54 are 
Chinese. 
The guests of the Grand Hotel were noti­ 
fied last evening that the house would be 
closed on the 1st of June. The cause ot this 
action on the part of the proprietors is that 
G. S. Johnson, the senior partner, died some 
few months ago, W. P. Ridgeway is, and has 
been for several months, in poor health, and 
George U. Lawlor is desirous of retiring from 
business.

The Situation in Tulare i'onnly— Inqnes* 
Postpoucil-M eeting o f Citizens—speech 
of n Prom inent Leaguer—K esoluiions 
Adopted. 
H anford, May 14th.—No evidence was 
taken to-day befóte the Coroner’s jury, it 
having been though best to adjourn the in­ 
quest till the 20th instant, until the excite­ 
ment subsides. A further reason was that 
evidence cot here was wanted, and it could 
not be secured for some days. 
At a citizens’ and Ijeaguers’ meeting this 
forenoon several speeches were made and reso­ 
lutions adopted. The principal speaker was 
Major T. J. McQuiddy, an influential officer 
of the Settlers’ League, whose speech was as 
follows: 
Fellow-citizens : While I feel a very deep interest 
in tilia matter, I wish to make a brief rehearsal of the 
facts, and then appeal to you as good law-abiding 
citizens. Let me say to you that the organization 
known as the Settler’s League, as an organization, 
has endeavored to keep the peace and live under 
the law of this land. Many things have been done 
upon the part of those not in sympathy with us to 
arouse you to actio», to prompt you to do tiiat 
which was not in keeping with good citizenship. 
Some of you are neighbors who have not seen 
pro|ier to join in thU legal fight with the League, 
who sympathize with you in your struggle, but have 
been charged as being your enemies. I say, 
in many instances, that is untrue. They 
have been 
misrepresented to a very great 
extent. 
Only a few days ago notices were 
going the rounds, being delivered through 
the mail to certain parties to leave the county, and 
signed as being by order of the League. 1 said then 
upon the start to parties w ho received such notices 
that they were without authority; that the League 
was don g no such business, it wag done, fellow- 
citizens, to work up a disturbance. How much it 
did to add to the tragedy of the week is not for me 
to say ; yet I am satisfied that it did something in 
that direction. Now, fellow-citizens, as you are 
well aware of the fact that the Coroner’s jury has 
been dismissed or adjourned for ten days, and that 
it was proposed by me, and done by my request, to 
some extent, at least, 1 appeal to you as good citi­ 
zens to keep the peace, while I can sal­ 
to you that the parallel to what has 
transpired in this county and iu this vicinity in the 
last few days is not to be found—where a people 
have seer, their neighbors and friends ruthlessly 
murdered and have not committed great depreda­ 
tions upon those that they have claimed to be 
chargeable with the murder of their friends. I say 
that the parallel is not to be found. Let U3 keep 
that good name, and the world will look upon us as 
being a i eople that are worthy to be restored fur 
our action. And let me say to you as good citizens, 
give no rehearsal of the tragedy ; do nothing that 
will bring disturbance. 
I feel proud of you as 
neighbors, as fellow-citizens, and as men who are 
struggling for your homes and your rights with 
me. 1 feel proud of you. Yes, language fails to 
express my feelings iu that direction. I wish not 
to arrogate to myself anything toward having done 
this within mystif. It hus been your action, 
coupled with wy own, that has kept this thing 
quiet, and I appeal again, and if it were necessary 
would continue to apipeal, to you to keep quiet. 
Keep the peace. Allow no personal animosity or 
ambition to crawl into your hearts and ptompt you 


Sentenced lo Dcalh — The la d uf the 
.Vlentineiiio Outlaws Doomed to Die - 
Ills Slnlenieiil Before Senlenee—He- 
m arks o f I he Judge. 
U riah , May 14th.—John F. Wheeler was 
brought into Court yesterday morning 
promptly at 10 o’clock, and on being inter­ 
rogated as to whether he had anything to say 
why the sentence of the Court should not be 
passed upon him, replied that he had not, 
but with the permission of the Court he 
would like to make a statement. 
This being granted, he proceeded to give an 
account of his life since his release from San 
Quentin. He stated that hehad never commit­ 
ted a crime against the law since his discharge 
from imprisonment, and had lived the life of 
a good citizen ; that ever since his discharge 
he had beeu beset by ex-convicts and forced 
to give up to them all the money he had 
earned, in order to keep them from exposing 
the fact that he had been in prison. He said 
that Carr was a traitor, coward and perjured 
villain, and that the only time he had any­ 
thing to say to him was when he saw him in 
the hotel at Mendocino, at which time he 
demanded a gun and 89 in money, saying he 
was on his way to Washington Territory. 
Wheeler claimed that Dollard and Wright 
were personal friends of his, and that no man 
could say that he had ever done anything to 
injure a friend. He further said that a re­ 
port had been circulated by men who were 
then, in the Court-room, for the purpose of 
prejudicing his case, that his wife was a bad 
woman, and that he was not married to her, 
which be pronounced false, saying that she 
is a good Christian woman and his lawful 
wife. He said he had no hope of escaping, 
and that he would go upon the gallows an in­ 
nocent man, and with the consciousness that 
he had never sworn away tire life of a human 
being. Looking straight at the Judge, he 
said : “ If it has never been your misfortune 
to pass sentence upon au innocent man be­ 
fore, you are about to do so now,” and imme­ 
diately folded his arms across his breast and 
remarked : “ I am ready for the sentence.” 
He occupied about ten minutes in delivering 
his statement, which was entirely impromptu. 
Judge Pressley remarked that had he made 
this statement to the jury it might possibly 
have had some weight with them iu deter­ 
mining the verdict; but that now if. was too 
late, and all he had to do was to pronounce 
the sentence of the Court in accordance with 
the verdict reudered, which he did in the fol­ 
lowing language: 
John F. Wheelei : You have been charged with 
the highest crime known to human as well as Divine 
law, and of this charco, after a fair and lull trial, 
you have been convicted by a jury of your country­ 
men, sworn to try the case and to render a verdict 
in accordance witli the proof. You have been very 
ably defended. Your counsel have been persistent, 
and have with pertinacity and skill contested every 
point made against you. The same laws which you 
have broken have given you the means of presenting 
anything by way of defense or exculpation that 
would tend to establish your innocencejor to exten­ 
uate your acts. After hearing all that you have 
offered in your defense, a jury of intelligent 
and unbiased men have found you guilty, 
and after proof nf circumstances which di­ 
vest your crime of the glamour which eurrouitds 
a bold and daring robbery and murder, you re­ 
mained ill the back ground and had your work done 
by confederate*. If the circumstances detailed by 
the witnesses are true, and the jury have found 
them to be so, you were the master spirit of one of 
the most diabolical conspiracies which has perhaps 
ever been entered into within the limits of this 
county. A man who had never harmed you was to 
have been robbed, and the funds intrusted to him 
by virtue of his office taken away and divided among 
you and your subordinates in crime. In order to 
carry on your nefarious |iur)sises you compassed 
the "death of any citizen who might attempt to in­ 
terfere with your plans. The result was the death 
of an estimable citizen of this county, a young man 
in the prime of life and vigor of maiihood, cut 
down without a moment’s warning, and that by men 
under your command—cowardly secreting them­ 
selves, and shooting from an ambush. The fate 
which has at last overtaken you is hut the just de­ 
serts of the acts shown by the testimony to have 
beeu done by vou. Your present eondit on is but 
another proof of the scripture, which says that the 
way of the transgressor is hard, i do not desire to 
harrow up your feelings or inflict any more pain 
upon you than my duty as one of the ministers of 
justice requires me to do. I will not prolong this, 
to me, painful scene further than to advise you to 
prepare to meet the awful fate which will "surely 
overtake you. I have endeavored to give you a fair 
trial. 
1 am not now aware of any errors com­ 
mitted by me to your prejudice. I am glad 
to know that if I have committed any, and if you 
have been deprived of any right, there is a tribunal 
which will correct them, and t> which you may 
take your case if you so desire. I hope no human 
being will ever by any mistake of mine be ushered 
into the presence of the great .Judge who will finally 
award to every one the just deserts of his deeds, 
and that without a possibility of error, I think you 
need not look to any power short of Omnipotence 
for pardon of the crime of whieh you have been 
convicted. I advise you to dismiss from your mind 
all ho|ie of human aid, and lo k alone to Him who, 
“ though your sins be as scarlet, can make them 
white as wool.” Your sentence and the judgment 
of the Court is that you be by the Sheriff of Men­ 
docino county hanged by the neck until you are 
dead, and may God have mercy on your soul. A 
warrant will hereafter he issued out of and tinder 
the seal of this Court fixing Friday, the 2d day of 
July next, between the hours of 12 o’clock M. and 3 
o’clock r. m. as the time for the execution of the 
judgment. 
The Tulare Troublt—Funeral nf One of 
the Victims al stucklon. 
S to ck to n, May 14th.—The funeral of W. 
J. Crow, one of the men killed in the Tulare 
trouble, took place this morning at Rural 
Cemetery. The attendance of relatives and 
friends was large, and much sympathy is ex­ 
pressed for the widow, who has been residing 
in Stockton for some three or four weeks past. 
The Crowey Murder Trial al .\npn. 
Nafa, May 14th.—The trial of John 
Crowey, indicted for murder, has occupied 
the attention ot the Superior Court of this 
county, Judge William Wallace presiding, 
since the 31 instant. The testimony was 
very voluminous, and several days were con­ 
sume! in hearing it. Counsel for the prose­ 
cution commenced arguing Thursday after­ 
noon, and the case was given to the jury this 
afternoon at 0 o’clock. The speech of Judge 
A. Campbell, associate counsel for the de­ 
fense, occupied over three hours. Crowey is 
21 years of age. His father, 07 years old, 
and a brother, about 23, are indicted for the 
same offense.

Strike in the \e w York M ine. 
VIRGINIA, May 14th.—A strike has been 
made iu the New York mine, in the north 
drift on the 1.000-foot level. Picked assays 
yield 8140 to 8150. Average assays four feet 
each side and across the face of the drift 
yield in gold 88 75; silver, 814 80; total, 
825 71. Experts visited the mine yesterday 
and again to-day. The ore improves as en­ 
tered. 
Slid (I t‘!i Dcalh of a W oman Tlie New 
l ’ork Strike. 
V irginia, May 14th.—At 10 a. m. to-day 
Mrs. R. N. Browning called on a neighbor, 
and while there dropped dead. She leaves 
five small children, her husband having gone 
off and left her and them destitute. 
Of the strike in the New York mine Cap­ 
tain Canavan, the Superintendent, savs: 
“ From the 1,000-foot station of the incline 
the drift was started south, running at a 
right angle with the incline, and has been 
advanced about 75 feet along the west side of 
the ledge. Yesterday the face of the drift 
was found to be in good ore. The ledge takes 
in the full face of the drift at the top, and 
dips to the east on an angle correspond­ 
ing to that of the incline, so that the bottom 
of the drift is partly in quartz and partly in 
porphyry.” It is a good prospect for the 
mine, and very encouraging, the ore being 
exactly like Crown Point ore ; but it is noth­ 
ing to go wild over, as nobody can tell 
whether it will hold out. Some assays have 
gone as high as 8144, hut the average is from 
825 to 830. The drift will be run ahead 30 
feet further, and a crosscut made to deter­ 
mine the width of the ledge. Warren J. 
Sheridan says the ledge is very -strong and 
the prospects excellent. On the upper levels, 
where crosscuts were made, the ledge was 
found to be 90 feet wide, and he sees no good 
reason why the same width may not be ex­ 
pected in the 1,000-foot level. Wherever the 
the Alta people have cut the same vein they 
have found the richest ore on the east side, 
and as the west side is so rich in the New 
York mine he argues that the chances of its 
holding good are very favorable. 


ARIZONA. 
Tltc Soullicrn Pacfiir R ailro a d - M ining 
Mailers. 
Tccson, May 14th.—Citarles Crocker, Vice- 
Presideut of the Southern Pacific Railroad, 
will arrive here to-morrow. 
A round-house, with fifteen stalls and a 
coal-shed 700 feet long, and several other 
large railroad buildings, are being rapidly 
constructed. The freight depot is complete 
and the offices will be occupied to-morrow. 
The track of the Southern Pacific Railroad 
is within forty miles of Benson. It will take 
about thirty days to grade the remaining 
forty miles.

A new mineral district has been discovered 
in the Saddle mountains, located sixty-five 
miles northeast of Tucson.

Four stage lines are now running front Tuc­ 
son to Altar for 84. The mines of the Altar 
and Cienega districts in Sonora are creating 
considerable excitement.

P o r t l a n d , May 14th.—The following dis­ 
patch has just been received from Umatilla : 
A report by stage this morning from Pendleton 
says that Murphy, the murderer of D F. French 
near Heppner, was arrested at Heppner Tuesday 
morning in a brewery there, where he had dared 
veuturc for food. He was arrested by the kee|»cr of 
the brewery, who recognized him at once. Murphy 
called for food and drink, and sat down. When the 
proprietor came with the order he observed a pistol 
in Murphy’s breast pocket, which he snatched and, 
cocking it, commanded him to suirender. Murphy 
surrendered without resistance, and is in jail at 
Peudletpn. 
The weather is cool and cloudy. 
Mrs. C. M. Kester, a very estimable lady, 
died suddenly at her home in Oregon City 
yesterday of paralysis of the heart.

Large quantities of lumber are coming 
into Oakland every day, aud builders are 
confident of a brisk season. 
Big catches of trout are reported on the 
headwaters of the Alameda creek back of 
Mission Peak, in Alameda county. 
A gentleman from southern Oregon re­ 
ports several thousand head of neat cattle 
ou their way to California and a market. 
On and after Saturday, the 15th instant, 
two traius per day will be run between 
Los Angeles and Santa Monica during the 
watering season. 
It is said that work is to be commenced 
on the California and Oregon road, and 
that its completion to Portland will soon 
be accomplished.

Singular Accident —Serious Elfeet* o f (lie 
Bursting of an Old Shell. 
V icto ria, May 14th.—A singular accident 
occurred at Nanaimo yesterday. Two old 
eighty-pound shells were discovered lying on 
an island near Nanaimo a short time ago, and 
were brought to town, where they were used 
by the young men in athletic games, and 
when not so used were left lying on the side­ 
walk in front of J. Korter’s barber shop. 
Yesterday some men gathered round Korter’s 
stand, and were watching Korter amusing 
himself with experimenting on one of the 
shells, which was unluckily charged. After 
drawing the plug some of the powder, which 
was damp, dropjied from the shell, and Kor­ 
ter started some of this powder on fire. 
After

what 
loose powder 
there was 
on

ground, 
Korter 
applied a match to the shell, which at once 
exploded, bursting into a number of pieces, 
which were thrown in different directions, 
one piece passing through Mr. Harvey’s 
store and another through the bar-room of 
the Nanaimo Hotel. One of the pieces was 
thrown into the convent garden, a distance of 
700 or 800 yards, penetrating the grouud to a 
depth of a foot. Korter’s right leg was shat 
tered fearfully, and at the time of the acci­ 
dent the doctors thought he would live but a 
few minutes. The physicians at once ampu­ 
tated the limb below "the knee, and the pa­ 
tient is doing well.

CROPS 
FOR . THE 
OVERFLOWED 
DIS­ 
TRICTS. 


Since tire settlement and cultivation of the 
Sacramento valley we do not remember of so 
unfavorable a prospect in the middle of May­ 
as is this year presented to the farmers cf 
the immediate river bottoms of the Sacra­ 
mento river. 
We have had in years past 
higher water earlier in the season, and high 
water for a greater length of time than we 
have had this season. 
In 1802 3 our high 
water commenced in November, and on the 
6rst of June following the water was still 
high, or nearly np to the natural banks of the 
river. In ISO] 2 the water came up in the 
fore part of December and was high all win­ 
ter, and was only within the banks on 
the 1st of June. In 187"-S—though the 
water did not 
get to 
its highest till 
the 
20th 
of 
February, 
it 
did 
not 
fall so as to be within the banks till June 
1st. Still we are quite sure the p.rospect of 
crops on the ovei flowed districts this season 
is less favorable than was the realization in 
any of the seasons named. This year farmers 
on these lands were led to believe, from the 
shape of the weather in the fore part of the 
season, that a dry or medium season would 
be experienced. They therefore prepared for 
an early and favorable spring. 
Those who 
had alfalfa lands turned their stock off of 
them early, in hopes to make early crops of 
hay, and when the water came over these 
lands in April, it covered and destroyed very 
nearly full-grown crops of alfalfa hay. Had 
the weather turned out as they hoped, all 
these crops would 
before 
the first of 
the 
present 
month 
have 
been 
gath­ 
ered 
and 
stored 
away, 
and 
a 
sec­ 
ond 
crop 
of 
hay 
would 
have 
been 
in a forward stage of growth. As it is, at 
least six-tenths of all this first crop of hay 
was destroyed by the overflow, and the other 
four-tenths has been either pastured down or 
mowed and fed out to stock iu order to keep 
them alive up to this time. Wherever the 
first crop of alfalfa has been destroyed by 
water, the same water has or will kill the 
roots of the clover, and thus the prospect of 
any more hay from the six-tenths of the orig­ 
inal amount ot alfalfa meadows is entirely- 
gone for the season. Where the farms are 
well stocked with cattle their owners will do 
well if they can manage to keep them 
through the summer and fall on the natural 
produce of the soil, to say nothing of provid­ 
ing food for the next winter. Under these 
circumstances 
it 
becomes 
an 
import­ 
ant 
question 
whether 
crops 
may 
be 
planted 
and 
grown 
after 
the waters 
recede, 
sufficient 
to 
supply 
winter 
food for stock for the next winter. A ques­ 
tion of equal importance is, what kind of a 
crop can the greatest amount of stock feed be 
realized from under the circumstances. The 
most commonly-grown grain on these lands is 
barley, but barley will not produce much of a 
crop of either hay or grain if sown eveu as late 
as the middle of May, and it is not probable 
that the water will go off these bottoms so 
that barley can be sown earlier than the mid­ 
dle of June, and it will remain over much of 
them till the first of July, so that the hope of 
making crops of barley, or even barley' hay, 
may be abandoned. 
Corn will not mature if 
planted later than the middle of June, and as 
a rule it is unsafe to depend on its maturing 
when 
planted 
so 
lata 
as that date. 
The most that can be expecttd of these 
lands this season is to produce something 
♦'that will do for stock feed, in a green or un­ 
ripened state. Common corn, planted in 
drills or sown broadcast and cut at the proper 
stage, will probably produce more stock 
feed to the acre than anything else that, 
under the circumstances, can be planted. 
By starting the plow as goon as possible 
when the soil is in condition to work, 
and following the water down with plowing 
and planting, a pretty goud crop of corn fod­ 
der may yet be produced on most of the land 
now under water. To realize the greatest 
benefits from this course of cultivation, we 
would suggest that those who have dairy cows 
to feed during the summer on what alfalfa 
they have left should not pasture them on 
the clover, but mow- and feed it to them green 
till the corn, planted as suggested, will do to 
begin to cut. Then when the first-planted 
corn is in tassel commence to cut and feed it, 
and leave the alfalfa meadows to produce 
hay. Thus perhaps one good crop of alfalfa 
hay, and maybe two, can be secured after 
the commencement to feed corn fodder. By 
• following up the idea here suggested, and 
taking advantage of such others as the season 
and circumstances may suggest by actual ex­ 
perience iu each case, we believe that com­ 
parative success may be achieved by many a 
farmer on the overflowed lands w here almost 
absolute failure now seems the only thing to 
be expected. To those who have light sandy 
made lands—made from the accumulation of 
sandy deposits—we would suggest the plant­ 
ing of Egyptian corn, instead of Iridian corn. 
From experimenta we have seen made and 
which we have made ourselves with this kind 
of corn on this class of land, we are con­ 
vinced better results may be secured from late 
plautiug. 


ORANGE PLANTING. 


! ever before been known in this part of tí e 
State, and but very few orange trees, and 
these young ones that had been indurtd by 
irrigation to continue to form new and top 
wood at least a month after they should have 
ceased growing, have been injured. Instead 
of discouraging, these facts should encourage 
the planting of this beautiful tree and this 
delicious fru it Do the people of the Atlantic 
and Mississippi valley States cease to plant 
apple trees and peach trees, even when season 
after season whole orchards are frozen so that 
not a sound tree is left standing? Not at all. 
We say plant orange trees in every door- 
yard in the town and orange orchards in pro­ 
tected localities in the country. The frost is 
no more likely to destroy the crop than is 
the rust to destroy the wheat crop. Because 
rust destroyed many wheat crops last year, 
should the farmers cease to sow wheat ? Be­ 
cause the drought destroys every now and 
then the wheat in the San Joaquin valley, 
do the farmers fail to sow ? The cold in Los 
Angeles and San Bernardino was almost as 
severe as here, and the destruction to young 
orange and lemon trees there was even more 
disastrous than here. 
Will the people of 
those 
counties 
give up 
planting their 
favorite fiuit trees? Certainly not. They 
will rather, as we should, take lessons 
of 
the seasons and persevere in what 
they are 
sure 
will 
be, when properly 
understood and conducted, not only a very 
pleasurable business, but a very profitable 
one. 
We want orangeB to adorn our home 
gardens, and we want to pluck and eat 
oranges from our own trees, and we may 
have them if we will. 


LOOK TO THE FRUIT. 


I t is stated by some of our local orchardists 
who have been taking observations of the 
orchards in this vicinity quite lately, that the 
pear trees are dropping their fruit rather too 
freely to be satisfactory to their owners; 
that the young pears are turning black and 
falling off very rapidly, and if continued much 
longer at the rate they are disappearing the 
crop will be very light. Also that the curl 
leaf is unusually severe on the peach trees 
this season, and that the growing peaches 
seem to be suffering from this trouble much 
more than is common. We do not wish to 
sound any alarm among fruit growers, but a 
pretty close observation of their trees and 
fruit may not be uninstructive to them. 
We 
have had an unusually cold season, and while 
we have been encouraged to hope that our 
fruit crops have escaped unharmed to any 
great extent, still those hopes may yet prove 
unfounded. A t any rate the unusual season 
may afford an opportunity of 
obtaining 
profitable hints, if it does not furnish profit­ 
able crops. 


A DIFFERENCE. IH GRANGES. 


A few weeks since we gave the substance 
of the declarations of a Granger friend of 
ours, in reference to the action of some of 
his Granger friends as legislators. 
We think 
perhaps our friend was somewhat too sweep­ 
ing in his declaration», and perhaps a little 
t »o hasty iu his conclusions. One thing we 
do know—that some of the very best mem­ 
bers of the present Legislature belong to the 
Grange; some of the best laws of the ses­ 
sion were inspired by the Grange, and some 
of the worst bills introduced were prevented 
from becoming laws by the votes and influ­ 
ence of Grangers.

OUTDOOR AMUSEMENTS. 


ITEMS OF INTEREST TO THE LOVERS OF 
FIELD SPORTS. 


The past cold winter has worked wonders— 
wonders iu the way of fears in the minds < f 
the people in this part of the State upon the 
subject of planting crange trees. The experi­ 
ence of the past twenty years had produced 
in the minds of the people throughout the in­ 
terior the b. lief that oranges were a safe 
kind of fruit to plant and cultivate, and 
nearly everybody that had a front or back 
door-yard in town or city, and almost every 
farmer in the country, either had planted a 
few orange trees or was intending to do so 
the first good opportunity. The winter of 
1878-9 was one of the coldest that the oldest 
inhabitant bad ever experienced in all this 
couutry. Many of the young orange trees 
that had been planted out and cared for 
too well—that is, by watering too mnch and 
too late in the season—were killed by the 
frost. Notwithstanding that older trees were 
not injured in the least, and produced grfed 
crops cf fruit the past season, and notwith­ 
standing younger trees that were neglected— 
so far as the late irrigation was concerned— 
seemed not to be injured and did make a 
good growth last summer, still the effect of 
the cold weather, it cannot be denied, was to 
somewhat discourage the planting of this kind 
of fruit. The winter just pa9t has surely not 
given mote confidence in semi-tropical fruit 
culture in this vicinity, if we may judge of 
the matter by the falling off in the sale of or­ 
ange and lemon trees in this market. Our 
nurserymen, having confidence in the culture 
and in the continued demand for trees, last 
fall purchased quite heavily of these kinds 
of trees, but their sales have been quite light. 
They believe, and so do we, that our people 
have been too easily and hastily frightened in 
the premises. The fact* do not warrant such 
timidity. The truith is that we have just 
passed through two colder winters than hare

Diphtheria is raging at Carson, Nev. 
The Nevada county treasury contains 
849,543 07. 
The control of the Leviathan mine, Gold 
Hill, has passed iuto Eastern hands. 
The assessment on nine claims in Mono 
county this month will amount to §171,000. 
M any miners are leaving Pioclie, Nevada, 
owing to the recent troubles w ith the 
mines. 
The pay-roll of the Sutro Tunnel Com­ 
pany for the month of April amounted to 
§20,843. 
The Eureka Consolidated has levied one 
assessment of §100,000, and paid in divi­ 
dends §4,255,000. 
I t is claimed th at the Red Elephant 
mine, in Colorado, is producing bull.on to 
the value of §90,000 per month. 
Large numbers of miners are leaving 
the Comstock every day for new fields, 
most of them pointing toward Arizona. 
There are now three mines in Gold H ill 
which have reached the 3,010 level, and of 
these two are over 3,000 feet in perpendicu­ 
lar depth. 
The Black Hills News says th at a miner 
was iu Dead wood the other day from Castle 
creek with a sack of ore that assayed §110 
per ton in gold. 
All the mines throughout Amador coun­ 
ty are having to contend with a heavy in­ 
crease of water, supposed to be sipage 
water, caused by the late rains. 
The miners of Colfax are on a strike 
against a reduction of wages to §2 50 a day, 
and notified miners on the Comstock not 
to go to Colfax to take the places of the 
strikers. 
There will be a great falling off in min­ 
ing letters after this week, sa_\s a Virginia, 
Nev., paper. 
All the companies will make 
monthly and weekly statem ents, according 
to the law, and forward to San Francisco 
in the place of letters. 
The Tucson (A. T.) Star say3 th at Vail 
and Harvey have struck a rich gold ledge 
in the Santa liitas southeast slope. Plenty 
of free gold is visible in the ore ; it is be­ 
lieved they have struck the mother gold 
ledge, which lias yielded this gold iu the 
placers below. 
The snow is rapidly disappearing at Os­ 
ceola, Nevada, but there is no w ater with 
w hich to work the placer mines to show for 
it. 
i t is expected that work on the pro­ 
posed ditch will soon be commenced. W ith 
plenty of water, a good judge says th at the 
placers cannot be exhausted iu ten years. 
The Black Bear and other quartz mines 
on Salmon river, Siskiyou county, are said 
to be paying largely, aud extensive arrange­ 
ments are now iu progress for building a 
new ditch to work the Y reka basin by 
means of Cranston’s hydraulic elevator, the 
great trouble iu working the basin being 
the want of drainage, which the elevator 
obviates. 
The Bodie Free Press says th at at no 
time in the history of the camp has the 
outlook for developing extensive ore bodies 
from one end of the lode to the other been 
so good as at present. Crosscutting is going 
on in several mines, and when the work 
laid out is completed those who have prose­ 
cuted the undertaking will be handsomely 
rewarded. 
It is safe to say th at no camp 
ever discovered on the coast had a brighter j 
outlook at its age than Bodie. 
Two young fellows named McGrath and 
Bolemau, says the Truckee Republican, 
who have peregrinated through old mining 
camps for some time, picking up odd3 a n t 
ends, arrived in town last week and visited 
the old smelting works below town. 
In 
all smelting furnaces there is a certain 
amount of leakage of the bullion which 
works on down through the bottom of the 
furnace and penetrates the rocks and floor­ 
ing. 
The young men referred to were suf­ 
ficiently versed in mining m atters to know 
th at there was a large amount of bullion 
scattered among the rocks below the fur­ 
nace and th at ik was worth money. 
They 
went to Judge Keiser, the owner of the 
smelting works, and offered him onc-third 
of the profits of the bullion for the privilege 
of working it up and selling it. 
The Judge 
closed A he contract, and alter six days’ la­ 
bor the young men produced as the result 
of their venture sixteen bars of bullion, 
weighing about 100 pounds each, and from 
an assay test valued at not less than 
51,400—so th at 
the 
young men made 
about §7S each per day by their specula­ 
tion. 
The bullion was shipped below 
Monday. 


T ro u tin c N o tes.—The trouting season 
which commenced April 1st was attended 
by such unusual and prolonged heavy rains, 
th at all streams on both sides of the Coast 
Range have so far been in unfishable order. 
The large amount of rain that has fallen so 
lately will, however, prove productive of 
much good by cleaning out debris in the 
streams, making new, and enlarging old 
holes and pools, and last, not least, by pre­ 
venting the illegal netting of trout, com­ 
mon early in preceding years. 
W hile the 
game laws of the State are stringent iu 
the provisions against netting, their en­ 
forcement has been so rare that it has 
been usual in other seasons to find in our 
markets large quantities of trout th at evi­ 
dently have not been taken by lawful 
means. 
This system oc netting is reported 
to be practiced mainly by poachiDg French­ 
men, who frequent streams within easy ac­ 
cess of this city. 
Considerable quantities 
of small trout Lave also been apparently- 
netted at more remote points, ami salted 
down iu kegs and kits, have been sent to 
this city. 
These are, however, a very poor 
substitute, losing entirely the line flavor 
which makes fresli trout so desirable in their 
season. It is in the direct iuterest of farm­ 
ers, hotel-keepers, aud stage and railroad 
companies th at this illegal catching of 
trout should lie stopped, as the absence 
of such fish from the streams prevents 
much travel and the consequent disburse­ 
ment 
of 
money 
by 
anglers 
visit­ 
ing 
the 
streams. 
The great rainfall 
in 
April 
will cause 
the streams to 
remain at a high stage of water until quite 
late in the season. 
We do not expect good 
fishing until about this month in the Coast 
Range streams, when the w ater will be 
clear, and the abundance of food attendant 
upon very high w ater will be gone. 
In all 
the streams which head in the snow regions 
of the Sierra Nevadas the waters will be 
high fora month later, and will continue in 
good fishing order until September and 
even October. W hat applies to the streams 
of the Sierra Nevadas also applies to the 
larger streams of the Coast Range north of 
Marin county, such as the Gualala, Garcia, 
and other milling rivers. 
These latter have 
only of late been easily accessible to anglers. 
W ithin the past two years a line of weekly 
steamers has run to Point Arena and other 
places north, by which persons leaving this 
city at 4 P. M. can early the next day reach 
the rivers to be fished. The rate of passage 
is 
quite 
reasonable, 
as well 
as the 
cost of living at either hotels or camping 
out, while the trout are of good size and 
abundant. 
This section of the country has 
also the advantage of the absence of the 
butterflies of fashion so common at older 
resorts, so th at visitors are free from the 
arbitrary social requirements of dress com­ 
mon at such places. Deer, bear and smaller 
game are abundant iu their season, making 
this section of country a sportsm an’s para­ 
dise, easily accessible and at small cost of 
time and money.—[San Francisco Olym­ 
pian.

difficult m atter to detect a rise.

trout are not frightened by such terrific 
lightning, to say nothing of the thunder, 
which seemed to shake the hills, is it like­ 
ly the flash of a fly-rod will scare them ? 
The flashing of a light at night attracts 
fish, as salmon poachers well kuuw.—[Fish­ 
ing Gazette.

REALISM IN MODERN ART. 


Modern taste ignores almost entirely the 
old creative ¡Esthetic, instructive and re­ 
ligious aspects of art, and coniines itself to 
bare naturalism or its counterfeit, genre 
aud still-life being the favorite forms. Even 
the Renaissant decorative art, so richly 
imaginative in details and effects, has died 
out like the others. 
Thus it happens that 
our present art, in ideas, limitations of mo­ 
tives and creative choice, lias fallen into a 
narrow mental rut, despising its old birth­ 
right of a suggestive world of its own, and 
using nature as its servant. 
Instead of 
being self-poised, the law giver aud maker 
in its own kingdom, it looks up to nature 
as its master, and is vain of its position as 
a faithful im itator and scholar ; or, at the 
best, a kind of Kindergarten object-teacher, 
in place of being prophet and ruler in a 
dominion of its own. 
The intellectual 
guif that separates an A lbert Durer, not 
to speak of a Buonarotti, from a Meisso- 
nier is an immense one ; but it is the meas­ 
ure of the distance the nineteenth century 
is behind the sixteenth in the higher 
phases of art. 
On the other hand, it has done good ser­ 
vice in opening men’s eyes to the manifold 
beauties of the natural world, and inspir­ 
ing them w ith a wholesome love of it. 
A 
few master-hands interpret it in a broad, 
subjective w’ay, as the material reflection 
of a divine pow er; w hilst others have 
enlarged aud deepened the scope of human 
sympathies iu depicting the less fortunate 
sous of toil, and brought them into uearer 
relationship to the more favored ones of 
earth. 
A rt th at presents hum anity in its 
lowly aspects, helping forward the recog­ 
nition of the s ilidarity of human beings 
as m utually self-helping children of one 
Father, whose bounties and blessings all 
equally crave, is a high as well as a tine 
art. 
If there be less faith in modern ti au 
in old art, there is in it an inoi¡ i. lit con­ 
science that may in time guide it to great 
cuds. 
Its prevailing sentim ent, however, 
is purely materialistic 
too content 
to 
dwell on things of tim e and sense in a 
superficial, external style—finding its chief 
trium phs in clever paiutiu.s of archm..logi­ 
cal details, costumes, stuffs, aud the ac­ 
cessories th at make np a brilliant or enter­ 
taining eye-tableau. 
I do not quarrel with this, for it i- a 
stepping-stone to an art which siia 1 finally 
better express the idealisms, the poetry, 
the faith and the facts of hum anity on a 
bioader, loftier plane, with more of divine 
truth anil inspiration, than any preceding 
art. 
W e m ust accept the art of the pres­ 
ent age in its incohate condition, impreg­ 
nated as it is with a reactionary indiffer­ 
ence and disbelief in old faiths and ideals, 
skeptical of all transcendentalisms, and de­ 
lighting in common things, vulgar some­ 
w hat and boastful, priding itself on its 
dainty touch and infinite curiosity ; a keen, 
gossip-eyed, plain-talking, panoramic art, 
garrulous and parrot-like, seldom vexing 
its brain w ith the psychological or aestheti- 
cal phenomena of life allegories or problems, 
theological or otherwise, as did the old 
masters.—[J. J. Ja r ves.

mysterious link were living sunrise and 
dead night united ? I searched the hut for 
a clue, in the shape of a letter or memo­ 
randum, and I made two discoveries, one 
of a few pieces of gold in a wooden cup, the 
other of a Bible, on the fly-leaf of which 
was written in straggling characters which 
I recognized as my mother’s ‘ Ranf—Mau- 
vain,’ and beneath these names, another, 
‘ Evangeline.’ There was nothing strange 
in the circumstance of my mother thus 
bringing into association the two beings 
most closely connected with her life ; but 
that their names should be written in a 
Bible ¡—Here was matter for reflection. 
Not only to my knowledge had my mother 
never possessed a Bible, but I had never 
known her open the pages of one. The 
book I held then in my hand was small 
and was fastened with silver clasps ; some 
of the leaves stuck together, probably 
from damp, a proof that it had been lately 
but little used. I put it carefully away, 
and it is now in the hut in which I am 
making this record. 
“ The discovery of the gold and the Bi­ 
ble afforded no clue to the mystery of the 
child's presence, for the third name, Evan­ 
geline, which I supposed to be the child’s, 
was not of any value as testimony. The 
only other unaccustomed object which re­ 
warded my search was a baby’s shoe. 
“ It hurt me that the sleeping child 
should be so close to death, and I gathered 
and made a bed of dry leaves upon the 
ground, and, softly raising the child, placed 
her upon it. A spirit of hope and happi­ 
ness entered my heart as I held the beau­ 
tiful flower in my arms. The child had 
been sent to me from heaven ; faithfully 
would I guard the sacred trust. 
“ I carried the body of my mother from 
the hut and laid it in the forest’s shade, iu 
a spot suitable for a grave, which I deter­ 
mined to dig that night. Then I returned 
to the hut and sat by the side of the child, 
waiting for her to awake. I felt that a 
terrible ordeal awaited me iu the moment 
of her awaking from her slumber. If she 
shrank from ine, terrified at my uncouth 
appearance, I vowed never to meet the 
face of man again. I would go and herd 
with the beasts, as being fit only for the 
society of the lower creatures of the earth. 
A judgment was about to be pronounced 
upon me. 
“ The child opened her eyes, and looked 
at uio calmly and without fear. I held 
out my arms to her, and she accepted the 
shelter. Tears of gratitude rolled down 
my beard. All my life I had been fighting 
with demons ; now, an angel was on my 
side. 
" I sat with her little hand in mine, and 
her soft cheek nestling against my hairy 
face. Only for a few moments did I allow 
myself the enjoyment of this new ana 
wonderful happiness, being impressed with 
the necessity of finding a home for the 
child, in which she could receive womanly 
care and attention. I knew of but one 
such within easy distance, a house almost 
as lonely as my mother’s hut, in which in 
former years I had seen a woman at work ; 
it was called the forest farm. Throwing 
an old shawl of my mother’s round the 
child, I proceeded in the direction of the 
farm, taking with me the gold I had found 
in the cup. The sun was setting when I 
reached my destination. The rooks were 
clustering for rest ; an old man was driv­ 
ing a cow into a shed ; a dog rushed at me, 
and stood stock-still, arrested in his con­ 
templated attack b'y my disregard of him, 
and another, a savage beast, secured by a 
stout chain, came from his kennel, and 
growled at me furiously. I took no notice 
of these creatures, but walked straight to 
the door of the farm-house, and pushing it 
open, saw the woman who lived there 
when I was a lad. She had grown prema­ 
turely old ; the healthy color in her face 
had fled, and her hair wa3 almost white. 
She stared at me in terror, and made as 
though she would fly from me. 
“ ‘ There is no cause for fear,’ I said ; ' I 
am not a ghost. My name is Ranf. ’ 
“ The announcement did not tend to 
compose her. 
“ ‘Ranf 1 ’ she cried. ‘The deformed 
son of the evil woman in the hut yonder ! ’ 
“ ‘The same,’ I replied. ‘ I carry my 
credentials on my shoulders.’ 
“ ‘The good Lord save us!’ she ejacu­ 
lated. 
. 
“ ‘ Amen,’ I said. 
“ ‘ We heard you were dead.’ 
“ ‘ It is not true, you see. You knew 
my mother.’ 
“ ‘ I have seen her.’ 
“ ‘ It is she who is dead.' 
“ ‘ W hat is that to me?’ 
“ ‘Nothing. I have come to ask you to 
do a Christian act.’ 
“ ‘I will have nothing to do with her,’ 
screamed the woman. ‘ I will not touch 
the witch.’ 
“ ‘ Witch or no witch,’ I said, discovering 
the reputation my mother had gained for 
herself, ‘she is done with this world. I 
come on behalf of the living, not the dead. 
See here, dame; you will not turn me 


away—you would not have the heart! I 
have no home to offer this little one. She 
needs a woman’s care ; I have gold, and 
can pay you.’ 
“ 1 Yes, ye-,’ muttered the woman ; ‘ we 
are poor.’ 
“ I knew that my object was gained, 
and I gave the child into her arms. She 
looked at our faces, comparing them. 
“ ‘ Not yours ?’ she asked. 
“ ‘Aline,’ I replied, boldly. 
“ ‘ I have seen some of Nature’s tricks,’ 
she said, ‘ hut never such a trick as this.’ 
“ ‘Nature owed me reparation,’ I said, 
‘ and she makes it in the form of this child. 
It is a trick on the right side, dame ! Bet­ 
ter the littlo one should be comely and fair 
than in my likeness. 
“ ‘ It is better ; yes, it is better ; but I 
am thinking of the mother.’ 
“ ‘The child has no mother.’ 
“ ‘ Dead ?’ 
“ ‘ Dead,’ I repeated, mechanically. 
“ Then,-the woman’s poverty being on 
my side, I made terms with her, paying 
her in advance, and saying I should come 
every day to see my child. So I tenderly 
kissed the little one and left. 
“ It was night before I got back to my 
hut. Everything was as I had left i t ; 
nothing had been disturbed. I was care­ 
ful in my observation of things, deeming it 
possible that some person connected with 
the child would visit the hut. There was, 
however, no sign. Another duty was to 
he performed before I retired to rest ; my 
mother’s grave was not yet dug. It was 
soon done, and in •the solemn stillness of 
the night I laid the inanimate clay in its 
forest bed. I covered it with sweet herbs 
and piled the earth above it. ‘Good-night, 
mother,’ I said ; ‘ your death has brought 
sunlight to my soul.’ T?hen I threw my­ 
self upon the bed of leaves I had made for 
Evangeline, and enjoyed such repose as 
had not visited me for years. 
1 ‘ I was up early in the morning, and off 
to the forest farm. 
The child had been 
well cared for, and to my delight seemed 
to recognize me. She came to me will­ 
ingly, and I took her into the open, and 
talked and sang to her, making her laugh, 
and laughing with her. 
1 was enjoying 
my own childhood, of which I had been 
robbed. Everything in earth and air wore 
a new robe, the robe of spring. 
The 
clouds were brighter, the earth more fra­ 
grant, the woodland voices sweeter than 
they had ever been. 
Such happiness, 
Evangeline, did you bring to a man driven 
almost to despair by misfortune and in­ 
justice. 
“ Months passed without the occurrence 
of any event to disturb my new and better 
life. No person came near the hut to in­ 
quire for Evangeline; the mystery which 
surrounded her was not touched by time. 
Needless to say here that it occupied my 
thoughts. From whom had my mother 
obtained the child, and for what reason 
had so sweet a flower been doomed to se­ 
clusion and to companionship utterly un­ 
suitable to childhood ? I could supply no 
answer to these questions, and fearful that 
my happiness should be disturbed, I kept 
myself secluded, and sought no society but 
that of Evangeline and the woman who had 
charge of her. 
“ I renewed my woodland studies. I had 
no longer any books to assist me, but I 
found sufficient to interest me in the forest 
around my hut. Who is it who said, plac­ 
ing his hand upon a mossy glade, ‘ Beneath 
this palm is more than enough for the 
study of a lifetime?’ It is true. We need 
not go abroad to learn. 
“ At length a new direction was given 
to the calm current of my life. The hunt­ 
ing season commenced, aud as in the days 
of Mauvain’s prosperity the forest resounded 
with the music of the horn, the barking of 
dogs, and the voices of men. I recognized 
at once the importance of this change, and 
out of the possibilities which might spring 
from it I could extract no good sign for 
me or Evangeline. My thoughts naturally 
reverted to Mauvain. 
Had he returned 
from exile, and renewed his old life of self­ 
ish pleasures ? Curiosity conquered pru­ 
dence, and one morning I found myself on 
the road leading to the fine house in which 
I had left my mother when I went forth 
into the world. Y’es, it was tenanted, and 
by a gay company. 
W hat did this fore­ 
bode to me? Discovery? How avoid it? 
To fly from the forest wa3 not to be 
thought of. 
There was no place in the 
world for me, and I dared not subject 
Evangeline to a renewal of the sufferings 
I had undergone. 
“ I retraced my steps to the hut, so 
wrapt iu thought that I did not observe 
the approach of a storm. 
Night came on 
quickly with the darkening of the clouds. 
The wind howled around my hut; the rain 
poured down in a deluge. 
“ It was only the day before that I had 
discovered the dream - flower; I had 
searched for it for weeks, the spot in which 
it originally grew having undergone change 
from tempest, perhaps from such a tempest 
as that now raging through the forest. It 
was well to be indoors on such a night. 
Heaven help those poor creatures who, in 
such weather, have no roof to cover their 
heads. That is a phrase, ‘ Heaven help,’ 
a phrase with a hard meaning, brought 
into common use by man’s inhumanity. 
“ I was busy with the flowers, distilling 
the liquid from the slender stems, when, 
in the midst of the storm, I heard a beat­ 
ing at the door. Had discovery come ? Had 
I been seen and tracked ? I waited in si­ 
lence. The knocking was renewed. 
“ ‘ Do the dead five here ?’ cried a voice. 
“ ‘ No,” I answered. 
“ ‘Open the door,’ cried the man with­ 
out, in an insolent tone, ‘ or I will beat it 
down.’ 
“ The threat did not alarm me ; the door 
was securely barred, and more than a 
man's strength was needed to force an en­ 
trance. 
“ ‘ Your tone íb not civil,’ I said ; 1 seek 
shelter elsewhere.’ 
“ ‘ There is none near. I have a lady 
with m e; for the love of God give her 
shelter till I obtain assistance to convey her 
home! If you refuse it will be worse for 
you in fine weather than it is for ns in 
foul! ’ 


“ A little reflection was sufficient to con­ 
vince me that my best course was compli­ 
ance. I unbarred the deor, and a man 
entered, carrying in his arms a young and 
beautiful woman in a state of insensi­ 
bility. 
“ ‘ Who in the devil’s name are you?’ 
he asked, when he had laid his burden 
down.’ 
“ ‘A misshapen man,’ I replied, ‘ upon 
whom you need not waste a thought. Do 
you belong to one of the hunting parties ? ’ 
“ ‘Yes, and having been overtaken by 
the storm, have lost our way in this be­ 
wildering forest. My lady here, whom I 
was attending, got separated from her 
party ; her horse threw her, and mine ran 
away, like a sensible and unfaithful brute, 
when I jumped down to assist her.’ 
“ ‘ W hat do you propose to do ?’ 
“ ‘ To go for a carriage, if you will show 
me a way out of this wilderness.’ 
“ I asked him iu what direction he 
wished to go, and he answered in the direc­ 
tion of Mauvain’s house. He did not 
mention Mauvain’s name, and for my part, 
troubled as I was by the thought that this 
adventure was almost certain to bring me 
had fortune, I did not prompt him to it. 
“ The lady lay insensible upon the 
ground, and I said it would be best to wait 
till she recovered, else she would be terri­ 
fied at finding herselt alone in my lonely 
hut. So we waited awhile, and presently 
she opened her eyes. 
Then the man, 
speaking in a more deferential tone than 
that he used to me, explained to her the 
position of affairs, and begged her respect­ 
fully to keep within the shelter they had 
gained until he succeeded in bringing her 
a carriage to convey her from the forest. 
There was reason in his words, for the 
storm had increased in fury, and it w-as 
impossible for so delicate a creature to ven­ 
ture out in it afoot. 
“ ‘But I cannot stay here alone,’ she 
said, after assenting to the plan ; ‘ it would 
be too terrible.’ 
“ ‘If you will have courage for a few 
minutes,’ I said, ‘I will return when I 
have shown your servant the way out of 
the forest.’ 
“ She consented by a gesture, and I ac­ 
companied her servant from the hut, and 
put him on his road. 
“ ‘ If any one speaks to you of this,’ he 
said, ‘you will bear me harmless.’ 
“ Hope shone upon me in this expres­ 
sion of fear. ‘ You have a hard master, 
theu ?’ 
“ ‘Hard and soft,’ he replied. 
“ ‘ I understand. Hard to those beneath 
him, soft to those above him.’ 
“ ‘ Yon are right and wrong ; it is dan­ 
gerous to anger him.’ 
“ ‘ Is my lady liis wife ?’ 
“ ‘Nc.’ 
“ ‘ His daughter T 
“ ‘No.’ 
“ ‘A blood relation, then?' 
“ ‘Ask no more questions. W hat she 
is to him and he to her is none of your 
business.’ 
“ ‘True. I will hold you harmless on 
one condition.’ 
‘“ Itiscpolof you to make conditions. 
W hat am I to do in return ?’ 
“ ‘ Say nothing of me. Do not mention 
that you have seen such a man as I in the 
forest. ’ 
“ * That is easy. Agreed.’ 
“ ‘ Enough said, then. Follow this path 
to the left for a quarter of a mile and you 
will see the house before you.’ 
“ I was about to leave him when he laid 
his hand upon my shoulder. 
“ • I warn you,’ he said. ‘Be civil to 
my lady or you will find yourself in a 
hornet’s nest.’ 
“ ‘ You are more fool than knave,’ I re­ 
plied. ‘ Speed swiftly back and take my 
lady home to my lord.’ 
“ I myself sped quickly to my hut, with 
a feeling curiously mingled of pity and 
contempt for the fair creature to whom I 
had given shelter. 1 W hat she is to him 
and he to her is none of your business.’ 
These words seemed to brand the woman 
with shame. 
“ But when I saw her sitting at my 
table with an expression of deepest sadness 
on her face, pity only filled my breast. 
Truly she was fair, and innocent, and pure- 
minded, unless nature lied. Her servant 
had maligned her. 
“ ‘ I returned as soon as I could,’ I said ; 
‘I will stay outside the hut if you wish it.’ 
“ ‘ Why should you do that ?’ she asked, 
with a wistful look. 
“ ‘ I am not generally a favorite,’ I said 
bluntly ; ‘ my shape is against me.’ 
“ ‘ You are to be pitied for it.’ 
“ Her plaintive voice brought tears to 
my eyes, aDd she, observing them, asked 
me to pardon her. 
“ ‘ You have seen misfortune.’ she said. 
“ ‘The bitterest; but I have lived 
through it. It is not often that man or 
woman, looking upon me for the first 
time, have given me greeting as kind as 
yours.’ 
“ ‘ I, too, have seen misfortune,' she 
said with a sigh. ‘ Do you live here 
alone ?’ 
“ ‘Yes.’ 
“ ‘ Have you no kindred ? Are you ut­ 
terly, utterly alone ?’ 
“ ‘ No,’ I said softly, ‘ I have a child.’ 
“ She turned from me with a sob of 
grief, and for a little while no further 
words were spoken. I wondered to see so 
young and winsome a woman in such 
trouble, but life’s storms spare neither high 
nor low, rich nor poor. It occurred to me 
that her sorrow might have some associa­ 
tion with a child, and I was about to ask 
her, when I noticed—her left hand being 
UDgloved—that she wore no wedding-ring; 
so I refrained, and waited until she chose 
to break the silence. 
“ ‘You have a child ! How happy you 
must be! A girl ? ’ 
“ ‘ Yes.’ 
“ ‘ I hope, not 
’ But she stopped 
suddenly, and bit her lip, with red blood 
showing on her face. 
“ ‘No,’ I said, ‘not like me.’ She is 
well formed.’ 
“ ‘lam glad—forgive me.' 
“ ‘ There is nothing to forgive.’ 
“ ‘ Love is expressed in your voice. 
You would not like to lose your child.’ 
“ ‘ I should not care to live without her.' 
“ She shivered, as though she were cold. 
There was a fire in the hut, and I urged 
her to draw nearer to it for warmth, but 
she refused. On the table, imbedded in 
earth, lay some shoots of the dream- 
flower. She asked the name of the flower, 
and I told her. 
“ ‘The dream-flower! ’ she said, in a 
low tone. 
‘ Dot8 it really make you 
dream ’? 
“ ‘ It has in it qualities which induce 
sleep, and, sometimes, happy dreams.’ 
“ ‘ Ah ! ’ she sighed. ‘ If I could dream 
my life over again !

SENIOK’S CONVERSATIONS 


WITH DISTINGUISHED PERSONS DURING

The work of .Nassau William Senior, entitled 
“ Conversations with Distinguished Persons Duriucr 
the Second Kmpire, from IStK) to 1863," affords a 
mine of mater al of an i istorical and p rsonal enar- 
acter. He had unusual op|H»rtunities for intimacy 
with his famous French contemporánea The ex­ 
tracts below are but samples selected from the jiages 
of the two volumes of the work referred to. 
A Sermon by Pere Felix. 
[Appleton’s Journal for May ] 
(April 14, 18151.) I went in the morning 
to hear the Fere Felix preach at St. 
Clotilde. The whole nave aud aisles of 
the great church were full. 
There 
must have been four or five thousand 
auditors. It was a charity sermon for a 
society which takes care of young work­ 
people when they first enter the factories. 
It has at present ten thousand young 
persons under its protection. The preacher 
told us that the “ classes ouvrieres” were 
the masters of France; that the higher 
classes, the middle classes, and the army 
only registered their decrees. “ The fate 
of the country,” he said, “ is in the hands 
of the working classes, and the working 
classes are led, not by their older mem­ 
bers, who are timid, not by their middle- 
aged members, who are prudent, but by 
tlieir youngest members, who are governed, 
not by their timidity, not by prudence, 
but by passion, by the love of excitement, 
by caprice, by envy. You have heard of 
the enfant terrible, the enfant terrible is the 
gamin de Paris. All our revolutions have 
been made by children. 
“ Now, what is the training which we 
give to these children who are the masters 
of our destinies ? Is it moral ? Is it re­ 
ligious ? W hat is the creed ? It is this : 
“ What is God ? 
“ God is nature; God is the highest 
power in nature, the human mind. God is 
iu yourselves. 
“ W hat is Satan ? 
“ A scarecrow. 
“ W bat is duty ? 
“ The pursuit of happiness. 
“ What is happiness ? 
“ The satisfaction of our desires. 
“ W hat is heaven? 
“ This world, if you are happy in it. 
“ What is hell ? 
“ This world, if you are miserable in it. 
“ W hat is the object of government ? 
“ Equality. 
“ W hat is equality ? 
“ That no man have an undue share of 
the means of happiness. 
“ W hat are the means of happiness ? 
“ Wealth. 
“ How is equality to be produced ? 
“ By taking from the rich and giving to 
the poor. 
“ Such, my brethren, is the catechism 
which the unprotected child learns in the 
atelier. The object of our society is to 
protect it from these maleficent influences; 
to arm it with the knowledge, the feelings, 
and the habits, which may enable it to de­ 
tect the sophistry, despise the folly and 
abhor the wickedness of its misdirected 
companions. If you wish to save society 
from a revolution more frightful that any 
that has preceded it, if you wish to save 
the happiness of the higher classes and the 
souls of the lower, give your time and 
your money to this holy work. And with 
these words I put my sermon under the 
protection of the Immaculate Mother of 
God.” 
From St. Clotilde I went to breakfast 
with Merimee. I gave him a sketch of the 
sermon. 
Merimee—There is much truth in I’c-re 
Felix’s remark that our revolutions are 
caused by children. Ou the 23d of Feb­ 
ruary, 1848, I was in the Rue Richelieu. A 
battalion was marching down the street. 
Three boys stood across i t ; they cried out 
that the troops should not pass without 
killing them. The men hesitated, the offi­ 
cers were afraid of responsibility, and, in 
fact, the battalion halted for a quarter of 
an hour and then retired. 
Senior—Were they National Guards ? 
Merimee—No, troops of the line. The 
gamins were armed and utterly indifferent 
to life, whether their own or that of others. 
They would have shot three men of the 
first rank, and the soldiers, if they had 
killed them, would have been execrated as 
the butchers of the citizens. 
Austrian and Russian Soldiers. 
(Thursday, April 25, 1861.) General 
Trochu* called on me. We talked of dif­ 
ferent armies. 
Trochu—In our own, the best troops are 
the infantry of the line, taken from the 
plow. They arc sober, docile, brave, proud 
of their country and of their profession ; 
and, though anxious to return to their 
friends and to their little properties, per­ 
form zealously their duties. 
Senior—We hear much more of the 
Zouaves. 
Trochu—The Zouaves have wonderful 
elan ; they are a useful portion of our army ; 
but I doubt whether they are worth what 
they cost. They are ill disciplined and 
marauders, and so set a bad example. 
They are taken from different regiments, 
which are thus deprived of their most ac­ 
tive and energetic soldiers. 
Senior—What think yon of the Pied­ 
montese ? Fenelon described them to me 
as good third-rate. 
Trochu—So I should have called them, 
from what I saw of them in Italy. In the 
Crimea they did nothing. 
But now, 
swamped as it is by a rabble of Tuscans, 
Romans and Neapolitans, the Italian army 
can be worth little—I had almost said 
nothing. 
The best troops in the world 
are the English, and the best portion are 
the infantry and artillery. Never in the 
history of war did only two guns do such 
service as Major Dickson’s did at Inker- 
man. Never did troops stand such an at­ 
tack as your Guards did on that day. 
Ours could not have done it. I saw the 
field. There was an uninterrupted line of 
dead Guardsmen—every man seemed to 
hare fallen at his post. It is fortunate 
that your army is so small. 
If it were as 
large as ours is, it would conquer the 
world. 
Senior—W hat are the Russians ? 
Trochu—Very good, indeed ; but they 
have no Generals. It seems an absurdity ; 
but one cause of their failure at Iukerman 
was their superiority in number. Their 
columns were so crowded that they inter­ 
fered with one another, had not room to 
deploy, and were ravaged by our fire. The 
Austrians, too, are very good. But, with 
the exception of Benedek, who is excel­ 
lent, they were miserably commanded. 
Hesse was an excellent General in 1854, 
but he has lust his decision and bis presence 
of mind. He saved us at Magenta by 
stopping the march of the Austrians 
on the 2d of June. Giulay never had 
any merit. 
Their commissariat was 
worse mauaged than our own, which 
was not brilliant. 
Both at Magenta 
and at Solferino we made prisoners of regi­ 
ments who had not eaten during the day. 
The first thing they did was to ask for 
food. The Austrian soldiers began the war 
under great disadvantages. They expected 
to be beaten. They believed our troops to 
be much more superior to theirs than they 
really are. We equally exaggerated their 
inferiority. Our confidence aud their de­ 
spondence had a great effect on the cam­ 
paign. As for the two Emperors, they 
were about equally useless ; but the Aus­ 
trian, exposing himself to fire and interfer­ 
ing, did perhaps the most harm. 
Senior—Did not Louis Napoleon expose 
himself ? 
Trochu—Not in the least. In the morn- 
* Gen eral Trochu was horn in 1815, and educated 
at St. C'jrr. He became a Captain in 1813, and was 
at'ached to the army of Marshal Bugeaud in Algiers. 
He was Aid de Camp to St. Amaud in the Crimea, 
appointed Brigadier-General in November, 1854, and 
t- remanded in th t capacity to the end of the war. 
He was General of Division in the Italian earn- aign 
in 1859. In 1881, when he was appointed Grand 
Officii r de la Lea-ion d’Honneur, he couuted twenty- 
five years active service and eighteen campaigns. 
Hu work on the French army in 1867 went through 
seven editions. He was appointed Governor of 
Paris in 1879, and during the siege he held the com­ 
mand and directed the operations of all the tro ps 
within the walls. In 1871 he was elected a member 
of the Nacional Assembly, and sat in the Right Cen­ 
ter. He retired into priva.e life in 1872. 


ing of the 4th of June he crossed the Ticino 
by the Buffalora Bridge, and found that the 
enemy were in force at Magenta, on the 
other side of the Naviglio. He maintained 
that it wa3 only a reconnaissance, and re­ 
turned to the right bauk, where he re­ 
mained during the rest of the day, three 
miles from the battle. I was with my 
brigade—part of Canrobert’s division—at 
Novara, in the rear, about sixteen miles from 
Buffalora audtwelvefromTrecate, where we 
were to sleep. When we reached Trecate 
we received orders to advance as quickly as 
we could to Buffalora. We reached Buffa­ 
lora in the evening in some disorder from 
the haste of our march. I found the Em­ 
peror before the door of a house, near the 
bridge, walking silently up and down, and 
smoking. I asked him for orders, and he 
answered that I had better cross the bridge 
and advance toward the Magenta. There 
the battle was going on, but the Austrians 
were losing ground. I found several Gen­ 
erals, but nobody who could give me any 
orders, and at last I was advised to attack 
a village to our right. I did so, drove out 
the Austrians, and established myself there 
for the night. At about three in the morn­ 
ing 1 was attacked myself, but unsuccess­ 
fully. 
Senior—That seems to prove that your 
victory at Magenta was not complete. A 
thoroughly beaten army does not attack 
within a few hours. 
Trochu—Certainly : and so they seem to 
have thought at headquarters. 
For, 
though we were highly praised, and 
twelve crosses were given to me to be dis­ 
tributed to my «flicers, the fact that we 
had been attacked was carefully concealed. 
You will find no mention of it in the bul­ 
letins or general orders. 


Clergymen in Society. 
Senior—You told us the other day that 
you never met a clergyman in society. I 
am invited to meet on Monday the Cardinal 
Archbishop. 
Lasteyrie—I do not envy you ; he will 
be dull, and the cause of dullness. It is 
thought correct when a mere bishop is 
present to be formal. W hat must it be in 
the presence of a cardinal ? Many sub­ 
jects must be avoided ; vices must be 
treated as sins, and errors lamented, not 
ridiculed. W hat remains to be laughed 
at?Senior—In Rome the Cardinals are good 
company. 
Lasteyrie—Yes, for there the Church is 
at home, and therefore at her ease. 
Here 
in Paris she feels herself a stranger. Dur­ 
ing the fifty years that preceded the Res­ 
toration, when infidelity was aggressive, 
au ecclesiastic was always in danger of 
hearing things which he could not tolerate 
without some loss of dignity, or reprove 
without making a scene. 
The clergy, 
therefore—even those whose birth, and ed­ 
ucation, and fortune, would. have enabled 
them to mix in society—gradually with­ 
drew from it. That danger no longer ex­ 
ists ; no clergyman in good company would 
hear anything that could offend him. But 
the habit has remained, though the cause 
has ceased. 
In some country places, 
where there is a great proprietor — a 
squire—the cure dines with him on Sunday; 
but this is rare. In fact, the clergy are 
Beldom lit to be our companions. The ig­ 
norance, even of the higher ecclesiastics, 
and even on their own subjects—theology 
and Biblical history—is astounding. They 
never read, they never talk to educated 
men. Their doctrinal sermons are there­ 
fore pitiable. They do not know what are 
the objections that require refutation, or 
what are the difficulties that require ex­ 
planation. 
The Benedictines for many 
years before the Revolution had been en­ 
gaged in the great work called “ Gallia 
Sacra.” After the Restoration they re­ 
sumed it, but made so little progress that 
it was taken from them, and given to a 
layman, w'ho iu about ten years has done 
more than the whole Benediótine Order did 
from 1815 to 1848. The monks, however, 
having nothing else to think about, arc 
good administrators of their estates, and 
the clergy in general learn something of hu­ 
man nature, especially of female weak­ 
nesses, in the confessional. 
Lasteyrie was followed by Circonrt. 
Senior—M. de Lasteyrie has been talk­ 
ing to us of the ignorance of the French 
clergy. 
Circonrt—It is wonderful. Pere Lacor- 
daire was perhaps the most ignorant man 
that ever entered the Academy. His his­ 
tory and theology were full of originality. 
Indeed, they were absolutely original, for 
lie invented them as be went on. This gave 
to his sermons the charm/>f perpetual nov­ 
elty. They never resembled one another. 


Pere Lacordalre. 
Senior—Had Pere Lacordaire much 
learning ? 
Montalembert—He must have had some 
knowledge of law, as he studied it for five 
years. He had a schoolboy’s acquaintance 
with the best-known classics, aud with as 
much of ancient history as he could get 
from Justin and Cornelius Nepos. He had 
picked up the history of his own times 
from newspapers and conversations. This 
was about ail the history that he knew. I 
Like his master, Lamennais, he was pro- ‘ 
foundly ignorant of media:val history. In 
theology lie was a Thomas, in discipline he 
was an Ultramontane. 
Senior—Of course he was an Ultramon­ 
tane. Having become a Christian, not 
from inquiry and reasoning, but from a 
sudden impression, to use his own words, 
by a coup de la grace, he must have relied 
solely and implicitly on authority, and, as 
the highest authority, on that of the Pope. 
He could not have been a Galilean. 
Montalembert—Certainly not ; he de­ 
nounced Gallicanism as a disguised schism. 
His great intellectual qualities were his 
imagination, his rapidity of conception, 
and his force and facility of expression. 
Senior—That he should have been de­ 
ficient at first in the qualities for which he 
afterward was most distinguished is a 
strong proof that orator fit. 
Montalembert—I should not say that 
these were the qualities for which he was 
most distinguished ; for, high as w ere his 
intellectual excellences, his moral excel­ 
lences were still higher; and it was to 
them that his wonderful power as an or­ 
ator was chiefly due. His impressive and 
exciting delivery, his clear, and brilliant, 
and unpremeditated language were merely 
the forms in which his boundless love of 
God and of man, of liberty and of piety, 
was embodied. Never, I believe, did God 
create a mere human being more approach­ 
ing to faultlessness. He had no vanity, 
though continually breathing the incense 
which most intoxicates, that which is 
burned before an orator ; no love of power, 
though he reigned over the opinions and 
the consciences of thousands ; no wish for 
money, or for rank, or even for fame. The 
possession which he most valued was un 
cteur detache de tout, a heart in which 
there should be no selfish desires 
or selfish fears. Perhaps the greatest 
sacrifice that he made was when 
he became a Dominican. His passion was 
freedom. As soon as he took the frock he 
surrendered his free-will. He invested his 
superiors—men, as he must have known, 
far below him intellectually and morally— 
with absolute power over all his actions, 
all his habits, almost over all his thoughts. 
They might have silenced the voice which 
re echoed through the whole Catholic 
world ; they might have sent him, at an 
hour’s notice, to China or to Abyssinia; 
they might have wasted his wonderful 
talents in the most trivial employments. 
But he knew how useful the religious or­ 
ders had once been to his country. He 
believed that he could reopen France to 
them. 
And for such a purpose he was 
ready to make, and did make, the total 
aud the irrevocable sacrifice of his freedom. 
Senior—I am told that he sacrificed to it 
his life, that the austerities of his profes­ 
sion brought on the disease which carried 
him off at an age at which he might have 
expected many years of usefulness. 
Montalembert—It is possible—nay, prob­ 
able—that that may be true. If so, he 
added to his other qualities that of martyr- 
dim. 
_______ 
Conversation with Renan. 
(April 9, 1862). We breakfasted with 


the Mohls and met M. Renan,* whom Dr. 
Curetcn puts at the head of French Orient­ 
alists. I afterward took two long walks 
with him. I will throw the three conver­ 
sations together. 
We talked of Cureton’s edition of the 
Gospel of St. Matthew in Syriac. 
Renan—It is not the oldest copy, for it 
contains corrections of errors in other cop­ 
ies, but its numerous different readings 
give to it great value. 
Senior—Do you suppose that the Hebrew 
which we now read is the Hebrew in which 
Moses wrote ? 
Renan—I have no doubt that it is. I 
believe, indeed, that Genesis contains frag­ 
ments older than the time of Moses ; such 
as the mora simple and undetailed history 
of the Creation contained iu the fifth chap­ 
ter, which makes no allusion to the garden 
of Eden or to the Fall. All very early 
books are,toa certain degree,compilations. 
In Genesis whole poems are sometimes in­ 
serted. 
Senior—Can yon distinguish in Hebrew 
writings poetry from prose ? 
Mohl—In lyric poetry the iteration, the 
repeating, in the two members of the sen­ 
tence, the same thought under different 
forms is an obvious mark of poetry. 
.Renan—In narrative poetry, of which 
the story of Joseph and the book of Ruth 
are beautiful examples, the great mark of 
poetry is the minuteness of the detail; and 
I think that I perceive a cadence and a 
measure different from those of prose. 
Senior—To what age do you attribute 
the book of Job ? 
Renan—To an age in which Hebrew was 
a spoken language and in its perfection. 
The style is clear, concise, forcible and pic­ 
turesque. This disposes of the opinion that 
it was written during the Captivity, when 
Hebrew was becoming a (lead language, and 
those who useel it wrote stiffiy and pedant­ 
ically. On the other hand, the peculiar 
institutions which after the time of Josias 
completely separated the Hebrews from the 
surrounding nations cither did not exist in 
the author’s time, or were not known to 
him.Senior—Job is mentioned by Ezekiel. 
Renan—Yes, but not this book. Job 
was probably an historical personage whom 
the author of the poem selected as au inter­ 
locutor. 
I suspect that, if Ezekiel had 
seen the book, he might have thought it 
too bold. I believe that it belongs to the 
finist period of Hebrew poetry, the age of 
Hezekiah, in the beginning of the eighth 
century before Christ. 
Senior—About the time of llomer. 
Renan—-It is interesting to compare the 
two great poems of the Aryan and the 
Semitic laces. Both are eminently theistic. 
The intervention of a God pervades both. 
But the Homeric gods are distinguished 
from men and women only by their power 
and their irresponsibility. 
They are 
shrouded in ^o mystery. They show them­ 
selves to us as they showed themselves to 
Paris, absolutely naked, and a disgusting 
exhibition it is. The God of Job is en­ 
throned in darkness ; He speaks out of the 
whirlwind. His only attributes are wis­ 
dom and power. All that takes place, 
take3 place through his direct interference. 
If He acts according to any fixed rules, 
those rules are concealed from us. 
While Homer’s gods are merely powerful 
bad men, or rather bad children, his 
men are inferior gods. The gods live 
with them as lovers, as friends and as en­ 
emies. 
In Job man is a miserable 
creature, inferior to many of the brutes in 
strength, in courage and in instinct. 
W hat are his relations to God it is the 
great object of the book to discuss. The 
Christian relation between God and man, 
mutual love, is not hinted at. There is 
some worship, but it is a worship of fear. 
The great problem debated is, “ Is, or is 
not, God just ? ” Job begins with a bitter 
complaint that he ever was born. 
“ Wherefore,” he says, “ is light given to 
him that is in misery, and life unto the 
bitter in soul ?” His friends answer that 
it is only to the wicked that life is a 
misery, and that the good are, on the 
whole, happy. This Job fiercely denies. 
“ The earth,” he says, “ is given unto the 
hand of the wicked. Their houses are 
safe from fear; they spend their days in 
wealth, and in a moment go down to the 
grave.” He maintains that he is an ex­ 
ample of the absence of God’s moral gov­ 
ernment. “ I will say unto God,” he says, 
“ show me wherefore thou contendest with 
me. Is it good unto thee that thou 
shouldst oppress me, and despise the work 
of thine own hands, and Bhine upon the 
counsel of the wicked? Thou knowest 
that I am not wicked, and there is none 
that can deliver out of thy hand. Thine 
hands have made me, yet thou dost 
destroy me. 
Thou huntest me as a 
fierce lion. Wherefore, then, has thou 
brought me forth out of the womb ? Are 
not my days few ? Cease, then, and let me 
alone that I may take comfort a little be­ 
fore I go whence I shall not return, even 
to the land of darkness and of the shadow 
of death. A land of darkness, where the 
light is as darkness. Oh, that I knew 
where I might find him, I would order my 
cause before him, and fill my mouth with 
arguments! I would know the words 
which he would answer me, and under­ 
stand what he would say unto me. Oh, 
that one would hear me ! My desire is 
that the Almighty would answer me.” His 
prayer is granted, and he is answered out 
of the whirlwind. But the answer is a 
magnificent description ot the power of 
God and of the weakness and ignorance of 
man, and of his hnmble place in creation. 
The problem is left totally unsolved. 
Senior—The problem really discussed is 
an insoluble one, the origin of evi1. Job 
assumes that God, as the origin of every­ 
thing, is the origin of evil, and on that as­ 
sumption reproaches God with cruelty, first 
for having created him, and secondly for 
having unjustly afflicted him. The only 
attempt at an answer is contained in the 
last chapter, in which Job is restored to 
more than his former prosperity, iu contra­ 
diction to the general spirit of the poem. 
Renan—The contradictions in the poem 
are innumerable. The Semitic races can­ 
not reason. Their languages are almost 
incapable of expressing abstract ideas. 
All their notions are concrete. Though 
the Book of Job is controversial, there is 
no argument in it. Each interlocutor con­ 
tents himself with mere assertions and 
denials ; and one assertion and one denial 
by the same speaker is often inconsistent 
with another. Job in general maintains 
that God treats impartially the wicked 
and the good, but from time to time he 
affirms that the wicked are always pun­ 
ished. 
He repeats over and over that 
there is no life beyond the grave; 
but in one passage he expresses a belief 
that God will descend on the earth to 
avenge him ; and, though death will have 
destroyed the flesh, yet, that he, with his 
own eyes, will see him. 
There is no such 
thing in any Semitic writing as a book, 
except a narrative. All their inoral works 
arc mere strings of sentences, without 
order and without consistency. 
Such 
i« the Book ot Proverbs, such is the 
Koran, such is Job. 
The argument, 
if argument it can be called, is ex­ 
hausted in the first speech of Job and the 
first speech of Eliphaz. 
The following 
speeches merely go over and over the same 


* M Ernes* Renan was in early life intended for 
the priesthood. He was sent to s'udyat St. Suljiice, 
and it was at that seminary that bis teste for Ori­ 
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itself. His turn of mind was far too independent 
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Sul pice, and Ueioted himself to private study. In 
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Philosophe," and at (he same the Volnev prize for 
an essay on the “ Greek Lmjuage in the Middle 
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18CU ho was sent on a mission to Syria. In 1862 he 
was appointed Professor of Hebrew, but did not per­ 
manently occupy the chair for fear <4 a renewal of 
the manifestations which occurred at his opening 
lecture in February. In 1863 be published his well

He is continuing bis aeries of 
works bearing on theology. 


ground, turn and twist and pull at the 
same knot without loosening it. I ana 
wrong, indeed, when I say that their works 
are strings of sentences. For a real sen­ 
tence, consisting of several members, qual­ 
ifying and illustrating one another, such 
sentences as are found in Greek, in Latin, 
in German, in English, and, though less 
frequently, in French, are unknown to 
Semitic writers. A single proposition con­ 
tained in half a dozen words is all that a 
Hebrew writer ventures on. He repeats 
this proposition with slight variations till 
he has done with it, and then passes 
abruptly to another. There is no discur- 
sus in his mind. It is apprehensive, not 
deductive. 
Senior—Do you suppose that the author 
of the Book of Job was an Israelite ? 
Renan—Certainly not. Every word at­ 
tributed to Job expresses the pride, the 
impatience—the cold, severe, undevout re­ 
ligion of a Bedouin. That he should be 
quoted as an example of patience is a proof 
how little the books that are most talked 
of are read. He bears, it is true, his mis­ 
fortunes at first with resignation, but it 
disappears at the end of the seven days, 
during which he sits on the ground in 
silence. “ After this,” says the writer, 
“ Job opened his mouth aud cursed his 
day.” 
Senior—Do yop attribute the Song of 
Solomon to the saine age ? 
Renan—Its age is marked by the verse 
which compares the heroine to the cities of 
Tirzah and Jerusalem. Now, from 975 be­ 
fore Christ to 923, Tirzah was the capital 
of Israel and Jerusalem of Judah. In 923 
Omri, King of Israel, built Samaria, and 
Tirzah disappeared. The poem must there­ 
fore have been written during that inter­ 
val. I am inclined to think that it was 
written by one of Jeroboam’s adherents, 
not long aftei the death of Solomon. The 
reigns ot Solomon and David, the only ones 
under which Palestire was united and 
powerful, seein gradually to have been in­ 
vested with a legendary splendor of wnich 
their contemporaries knew nothing. In­ 
stead of the seven hundred wives and three 
hundred concubines ascribed to Solomon in 
the Book of Kings, Canticles gives him 
only sixty queens and eighty concubines. 
Instead of four hundred chariots and 
twelve thousand horsemen, he is accom­ 
panied by only sixty guards. His greatest 
magnificence seems to be a cedar chariot, 
the bottom plated with gold. 
Senior—Of all the books of the Old Tes­ 
tament, Canticles seems to me to be the 
one of which the scope is least intelligible, 
and the sacred character the least apparent. 
It reads to me like a collection of mere 
amatory songs. 
Renan—Of course the Christian interpre­ 
tation in which Solomon is Christ, and the 
Shulamite is, according to Protestants, the 
Church ; and according to Catholics, the 
Holy Virgin; and the Rabbinical interpre­ 
tation, according to which the two lovers 
represent the human intellect in love with 
wisdom, are indescribably absurd. I be­ 
lieve with Ewald and Hitzig that it is a 
purely secular poem ; but I also believe 
with them that it is a moral drama, that it 
represents the resistance of a country-'girl 
taken from her lover into the harem of Sol­ 
omon, and her triumph and return to her 
lover. I believe the dramatis persona: to 
be the Shulamite girl, the lover and Solo­ 
mon, with a chorus cousisting sometimes of 
the women of the harem, sometimes of 
the inhabitants of Jerusalem, and some­ 
times of the villagers of Shulam. In my 
book I have attempted to divide it into 
acts and scenes, and to assign his part to 
each character. It is without doubt most 
inartificial ; the story is obscurely hinted 
at. The changes of scene are abrupt and 
incapable of actual representation. Some­ 
times the actor tells what he is supposed 
to be doing. It seems to me that the poem 
is a libretto not intended to be read, but to 
be the framework of an entertainment 
consisting of song, dancing, declamation 
and recitation—perhaps to be acted at a 
marriage. W ith all its defects, however, 
it is one of the most valuable specimens of 
Semitic poetry. W ithout it we should not 
have known that the stiff, austere, Jewish 
character was capable of tenderness. W e 
should have had no picture of real love, 
founded on early intimacy, resisting the 
temptations of a court. We should have 
had no pictures of the village life and the 
village scenery of Palestine. 
Senior—We should have had Ruth. 
Renan—Ruth is charming, but it is not 
descriptive. 
It contains nothing equal to 
the beauty and feeling of the picture of 
early spring in Canticles : 
Lo. the winter i < past, 
The rain is over and gone, 
The flowers appear on earth. 
The time of the singing of birds is come, 
The voice of the turtle is heard, 
The fig-tree putteth forth her green figs. 
The vines with their tender grapes give a good 
smell; 
Arise, my love, ray fair one, and come away. 
Even the Christian perversions of its 
real sense have borne fruit, aud admirable 
fruit. It is the source of mystical re­ 
ligious poetry—a poetry which has con­ 
soled the sorrows, and purified and ex­ 
alted the devotion of millions. 


Hugo’s ‘‘Les Miserables." 
Duvergier came in. We talked of Victor 
Hugo’s “ Miserables.” 
Thiers—It is detestable. The spirit is 
bad ; the plan is bad ; and the execution 
is bad. 
Duvergier—It contains some very fine 
passages. 
Thiers—You are a heretic. You have a 
taste for strongly-seasoned meats. I believe 
that you could eat high venison. I am 
almost inclined to think that you read 
Michelet. 
Duvergier—Ought I to be burned if I do? 
Thiers — Perhaps not burned, only 
scorched. I reserve perfect burning for 
those who can read Victor Hugo. 


Idolization of Style by the French. 
Senior—When lx>uis Napoleon wrote the 
“ Idees Napoleoniennes ” he was already a 
practical writer. He had been for years 
writing in the Pas du Calais journal, L* 
Progres. It is seldom that a writer im­ 
proves much after he is 50. The only in­ 
stance of an English writer that I recollect 
is that of Dr. Johnson, whose best-written 
work, “ The Lives of the Poets,” was 
written after he was 70. 
Maury—That may be the case in Eng­ 
land, where you enjoy a language freer 
from arbitrary restraints and idioms than 
ours is, and where you prefer the substance 
to the form. La forme is our idol. It re­ 
sembles cookery. The best meat ill cooked 
is uneatable. Inferior meat well cooked 
may be delicious. We have been at work 
refining our style, introducing into it des 
malices et des delicatessen, until to write 
perfect French is the acquisition of only a 
long life. 
Our best writers—Voltaire, 
for instance—have gone on improving 
till they died. 
We spend much of 
what yon would call useless labor on style. 
We omit ideas worth preserving, because 
we cannot express them with perfect ele­ 
gance. We are sometimes iu the state of 
a man speaking a foreign language, qiti 
tie dit pas ce gu'il veut, mais ce ga'il 
pent, but we have created a literature 
which will live, for it is the style, not the 
matter, which preserves a book. Good 
matter ill expressed is taken possession of 
by a master of style and reproduced in a 
readable form, and then the first writer is 
forgotten.

The mention of Judge Stephen J. Field 
as a possible Democratic candidate for the 
Presidency is becoming quite frequent at 
the East, and it is to be remarked that it 
does cot elicit that kind of contemptuous 
criticism which is so readily applied when 
other men are named. 
Whether, a3 re­ 
cently alleged in an E istern journal on the 
authority of two Californians, the Democ­ 
racy of this State is as enthusiastic over 
the suggestion as is intimated, we do not 
know ; but we do know that the Democrats 
have no man in their ranks who would give 
so much intellectual dignity and force to 
their canvass a3 Judge Field. 
We do not 
think there can be any question that lie 
would make a very strong candidate. 
Ills 
war record is good, his loyalty to the Union 
unquestionable, his integrity Í3 unblem­ 
ished, and his mental caliber is very 
far beyond anything that the Democrats 
have put forward for a long time. 
He is 
known as an able opponent of the extreme 
application of the modern doctrine of cen­ 
tralization which is causing so much un­ 
easiness to tbiuking men of both parties. 
HÍ3 nomination would put the Republicans 
upon their mettle, and would do much to 
elevate the tone of the campaign, but so 
far it does not appear probable that be can 
obtain it, and judging from the average 
tendencies of Democratic Conventions, it 
would perhaps not be going too far to say 
that his weakness consists in his manifest 
superiority to all the other candidate? who 
have yet been named. 


AN UNTHINKABLE POSITION. 
The position of the Mussel Slough set­ 
tlers, as stated on their behalf, is a re­ 
markable and perplexing one. 
They are 
reported as being determined not to oppose 
the United States authorities, yet as de­ 
termined to hold the land they occupy 
“ at any cost.” We do not know what 
they mean by talking about not opposing 
the United States authorities, for they 
have done that already, and had they not 
done it there would have been no such 
tragedy a3 was recently enacted in their 
midst. 
Thejr are now in open and unmis­ 
takable opposition to the law, and when 
they declare that they will hold the lands 
at any cost they cannot possibly mean 
anything else than that they will resist the 
execution of legal process for their expul­ 
sion or arrest. 
If they imagine that they 
have hitherto done nothing which is in 
contravention of law, they will speedily be 
undeceived. 
If they imagine that they 
will be permitted to juggle with words, 
and in the same breath to declare their re­ 
spect for and defiance of the law, they are 
very seriously mistaken. 
They have, in 
fact, assumed an unthinkable and untena- 
able position, and the sooner they aban­ 
don it and come down to a reasonable atti­ 
tude, the sooner will their present compli. 
cations be adjusted. 


AmoDg the many evidences of advancing 
civilization which claim the attention of 
the philosophical student, the diffusion 
among the people of a taste for art is at 
once one of the least recognized yet most 
significant. 
We are prone to accept the 
conditions which subsist around us as 
though they had always been the same, so 
fully do we become harmonized with our 
environment. 
But reflection will show 
that the taste for art which Í3 now so gen­ 
eral is really a very remarkable and quite 
new phenomenon, and that it implies a 
growth m the public intelligence of a high­ 
ly encouraging nature. 
It is true «that the 
art tendencies of the age are considerably 
obscured and warped by the demoralizing 
influence of that stupidest and most per­ 
nicious of all barbarous survivals, Fashion, 
but when due allowance has been made 
for the senseless and aimless mimicries 
which the foolish squander their time upon 
in obedience to the decrees of that blind 
and acephalous goddess, there will be 
found a great and important residuum of 
solid acquirement, which must be accepted 
as marking a real advance in the apprecia­ 
tion of and desire for beauty and grace and 
harmony in the familiar accessories of 
everyday life. 
The progress of the popu­ 
larization of art has been helped and hast­ 
ened by many agencies, such as the im­ 
provement of manufacturing processes, the 
cheapening of reproductive methods, the 
dissemination through an easily accessible 
literature of higher views upon the gov­ 
ernment of life, the immense increase in 
the facilities for travel, and so forth. And 
through these and 
other influences it 
has come to pass 
that 
an amount 
of 
real 
artistic 
beauty 
and 
sat­ 
isfaction is to-day within the reach of a 
very humble class which twenty years ago 
wa3 proscribed to all but the wealthy. 
Everyone who has lived forty years can 
look back to a period when there was no 
thought or understanding of Art among the 
masses. 
At that time false ideas of reli­ 
gion assisted in maintaining the notion 
that Beauty aud Sin were somehow insep- 
erable, and that a due veneration for the 
Moloch Deity of the Hebrews required 
every true Christian to surround himself or 
herself with as much ugliness and sordid­ 
ness as possible. 
There was no idea of 
introducing grace of form Jnto everyday 
life in any way. 
Even ornaments were as 
void of artistic beauty as could well be, 
and furniture and household ware was as 
uncompromisingly and grimly utilitarian 
as could be. 
It is no wonder that our 
Yankee ancestors acquired a reputation 
for 
sour 
looks and 
joyless behavior 
generally, for they lived in a world from 
which all the sweetness and light had been 
pitilessly and purposely excluded. 
They 
were no doubt an earnest people, but they 
were very narrow, very dyspeptic, very 
much addicted to professional unhappiness, 
which they indeed erected into a religion. 
Modern skepticism has done a great deal 
for the world. 
It has broken down the 
barriers which this stupid old Puritanism 
had built. 
It has let in the bright and 
splendid sunlight upon the human mind, 
and has taught it to admire and appreciate 
all the exquisite charms which Nature en­ 
riches her favorite work withal, and all 
the subtle and elevating influences of 
those Arts which seek to translate and trans­ 
mute Nature for the improvement of Man. 
It has thrown open this vast treasure- 
house of loveliness and harmony of form 
and colors to the common people, and has 
made them participants in the esthetic edu­ 
cation which is thus placed within the 
reach of all the world. 
And the mystery 
which so long shrouded Art is in a fair 
way to removal. 
The affectations, the 
impeitinences, with which it was sought 
to create a monopoly of esthetic culture, 
belong rightly to the thin and weak his­ 
tory of Fashion. 
With the popularization 
of Art a guarantee was of necessity given 
for the sincerity of its adoption. 
The 
common people are not to be deluded by 
the caprice of cliques and coteries. 
No 
fantastic folly can be palmed off upon 
them for beauty. 
It is only the products 
of true Art which appeal to their simple 
but wholesome .tastes, and though they 
may know little or nothing about art his­ 
tory, they are quite capable of preferring 
the nobleness of the Grecian antique, or the 
quaint realism of Japanese ceramic art, 
to the hideous inventions of barbaric 
schools, which certain modern art maniacs 
insist upon publishing. 


The spread of a taste for art among the 
people is easily recognized aud demon­ 
strated. 
Everywhere through this conti­ 
nent, for example, there is to-day a more 
or les3 brisk and steady traffic in art- 
belongings which a quarter of a century 
ago were absolutely unknown outside of a 
few—a very few-rich people who had 
traveled. 
And though the tendency to 
introduce art into the household is no 
doubt often overdone, aud though silly and 
ignorant people are sure to burlesque it 
aud make it absurd occasionally, it is none 
the less a great thing that this appreciation 
of Beauty, whether of form or color or ar­ 
rangement, should have become so general, 
and should have revolutionized the domes­ 
tic surroundings of so large a proportion of 
the people. 
Nor can it be said that the 
time which is spent by our young girls and 
matrons, our youths and young society 
people generally, in this way is, wasted. 
There are few more harmonizing and ele­ 
vating influences than those of Beauty, 
and the race which learns to familiarize 
itself with elegance of form and brill­ 
iancy of color and grace of outline and 
subtlety and harmoify of combination, has 
made a long stride forward in civilization. 
The complete3t life is that which obtains 
the fullest satisfaction from Nature; which 
extracts the most joy and peace and 
strength and consolation from the beauty 
of external things; which is saturated 
with the 
charms of creation, and is 
one with its Surroundings. 
And the 
way to secure such 
a complete life 
for the race Í3 to open wide the doors 
to artistic culture; to welcome to our 
homes whatever of grace and loveliness 
we can surround ourselves with; to put 
everywhere about ns evidences of the 
majesty, the sweetness, the illuminating 
power, the soothing influence, of onr 
mother Nature ; and so to stimulate and 
strengthen the imaginative and the ob­ 
servant faculties, and to gather the best 
that the world affords as we pass through 
it. 
And though fashions change and die, 
and the fancies of the moment, decorative 
or otherwise, are sure to be presently 
dropped, it is certain that the taste for 
elegance in the household, when once im­ 


planted, will not be eradicated. 
For the 
diffusion of a taste for art among the peo­ 
ple is the best possible guarantee for the 
perpetuation and extension of that taste. 
In the first place it compels the establish­ 
ment of cheap processes of imitation anil 
reproduction. 
When the chromo-litho­ 
graph was introduced it was regarded with 
exaggerated horror by those super-fastidi­ 
ous art critics who have fallen into the 
error of making themselves the slaves of 
Art instead of employing Art as an acces­ 
sory to civilization. 
But the chromo­ 
lithograph was a distinct step in advance. 
It enabled hundreds of thousands of poor 
people to hang upon their walls more faith­ 
ful and artistic copies of Nature than had 
ever before been accessible to them. 
It 
made possible tbe decoration, the bright­ 
ening, the beautifying of countless humble 
homes, and iu so doing it lifted up and 
broadened the national intelligence. 
De­ 
spite all criticisms it was a wholesome 
revolution, and it paved the way for still 
better things. 


Manufactures have also of late vear3 done 
much to popularize Art. 
Not only in 
household furniture, but in all kinds of 
crockery, porcelain, China and glass wares, 
the desire to introduce beauty and grace of 
form is conspicuous, while the most culti­ 
vated art-sense is employed in the perfec­ 
tion of patterns and design for the fabrics 
whose splendor and brilliancy are now at 
tbe command of almost the poorest classes, 
There is scarcely anything noble or sug 
gestive which cannot now be procured in a 
cheap form, and as the demand for cheap 
art-work increases, so does its excellence. 
In a short time the only privilege reserved 
to great wealth will be the monopoly of 
costly materials, for all conceivable de 
signs will be equally accessible to the poor, 
Already this almost silent art-progress lias 
proceeded so far that tbe difference between 
the homes of the people now and ten 
years ago is quite marked. 
There is not 
only a love of decoration generally observa­ 
ble, but an artistic taste w hich governs 
and harmonizes whatever is done in this 
way. 
We are not referring to the periodi­ 
cal crazes for this or that kind of “ fancy ” 
work, but to the steady aud enduring cul­ 
tivation of art-perception which is becom­ 
ing apparent all through the middle classes, 
as they may lie called, aud which ha3 
taken the place iff a ijreary and stupid and 
uncreative forma1 ism peculiarly hostile 
to all real intellectual growth. 
It is of 
some importance to point out also that 
there has never iu the history of the human 
race been a period when civilization had 
made so great an advance as in the pres­ 
ent time. 
It is not only that there is a' 
more diffused culture and enlightenment, 
but that there goes with it a larger appre­ 
ciation of the requirements of ripe civiliza­ 
tion, and a diminution of the coarser 
tendencies of human development clearly 
demonstrated by statistics. 
And the im­ 
provements 
which 
have already been 
produced by the diffusion of Art among 
the people are certaiu from their nature to 
extend yet further, and to influence the 
coming years yet more powerfully. 
For 
since already the change which Art culture 
produces has 
established a religion of 
health as opposed to a religion of sickness, 
and lias substituted 
clear-sighted and 
joyful appreciation of the beauties of 
Nature for the cauting, artificial, fetish- 
istic gloom 
and 
misanthropy of the 
Puritan period, so in the future this joyful 
and robust view of life must exercise a 
controlling influence upon the coming gen­ 
erations, and must give to them very great 
advantages upon their entrance into life. 
They will have'their difficulties cleared 
away for them at the beginning. 
They 
will grow up witli rational and scientific 
views of life and duty, aud will not have 
to waste half their lives in correcting the 
blunders of their early education. 
And so 
they will be in a position to in ike the most 
of all their opportunities, and to meet 
abuses and evils with tbe strength derived 
from sensible and natural training, and 
they may reasonably be expected to ad­ 
vance Society much further than we, with 
our imperfect means, are able to do. 
So 
much is the diffusion of Art among the 
people doing for civilization and progress. 


brought to bear to secure the first vote of 
a large number of delegates for him, can be 
exerted no further.

THE POLITICAL OUTLOOK. 


The latest Eastern digurings on the 
Presidential outlook are by no means har­ 
monious, but they are significant, as show­ 
ing the rapid growth of a belief that Grant 
cannot obtain the nomination at Chicago. 
The Herald's list of delegates already 
elected to the Convention is as follows: 
Grant, 265 ; Blaine, 213 ; Sherman, 97 ; 
Edmunds, 32; 
Washburne, 
14. 
The 
Tribune's list is as follows : Grant, 220 ; 
Blaine, 279; Sherman, 96 ; Edmunds, 31; 
Washburne, 11. 
The Herald calculates 
that when all the delegates are elected 
there will be a majority of 131 opposed to 
Grant, and that therefore he cannot be 
nominated on the first ballot. 
The Grant 
managers continue to assert that they wil1 
be able to nominate him on the first ballot, 
but as they refuse to give figures in sup­ 
port of their claim, it is of course open to 
question. 
The tendency of the political 
current has indeed been for several weeks 
unmistakably against the prospects of 
Grant. 
The claim that he would have a 
solid South to start with lias been effectu­ 
ally disproved by facts. 
The New York 
Tribune a few days since made the asser­ 
tion that “ there is not a single Southern 
“ delegation wliich can be counted upon 
“ with absolute certainty to give him its 
“ entire vote.” It says that “ to all out- 
“ side appearances Kentucky, Missouri, 
“ Arkansas and South Carolina are fully 
“ secured for him; but the reports of 
“ anti-third-term feeling in these deltga- 
“ tions are too numerous and too well 
“ authenticated to be overlooked.” Nor 
has he made any compensating gains 
in 
Northern 
and 
Western 
States. 
On the 
contrary, 
he has 
been un­ 
able to secure more 
than a moiety 
of the vote of his own State, while 
the revolt iu New York and Pennsylvania, 
notwithstanding the assertions of Messrs. 
Conkling and Cameron, is serious and ex. 
tensive. 
The Tribune confidently asserts 
that he will lose at least twelve votes in 
New York, and twenty-five in Pennsyl­ 
vania. 
And if the latest figures are re­ 
liable, and it turns out that he will go into 
the Convention lacking more than a hun­ 
dred votes on the first ballot, it is clear 
that his nomination will be out of the 
question, since if it cannot be had on the 
first ballot it cannot be had at all. 
On the 
second ballot the strength with which he 
enters will break away and go to Blaine, 
Sherman, or some other candidate.

And this brings us to a consideration 
which is sure to influence 
politicians 
greatly. 
The demand for Grant with the 
average politician is primarily due to a 
belief that he would be a strong candidate. 
The number of politicians who would be 
willing to force his nomination in face of 
the strong probability that he could not 
command the full vote of the party, is very 
small. 
A few men like Senators Cameron, 
Conkling, Logan, Carpenter, etc., may be 
prepared to risk the defeat of the party 
rather than forego their programme, but 
they cannot depend upon being followed 
to defeat by the rank-and-file. 
The desire 
of the Convention, it may safely be as­ 
sumed, will be to nominate the strongest 
available man, and if it should be con­ 
cluded that General Grant is not that man, 
it may be predicted without fear that the 
enthusiasm of the delegates who are at 
present for him will cool down. 
The em­ 
phatic resistance now being made to his 
nomination in various parts of the country, 
the determined stand taken by the St. Louis 
anti-third'term Convention the other day, 
the growing indications of a purpose to put 
a third candidate in the field in the event 
of his nomination, must have their legiti­ 
mate effect upon those who are engineering 
the canvass. 
It is no longer a mere ques­ 
tion of obtaiuing enough votes in the Con­ 
vention. 
It is a question of whether the 
mass of the Republican party would in­ 
dorse bis nomination. 
The belief of many 
shrewd observers is that they would not do 
this, and since any break in the Republi­ 
can party must entail a Democratic victory, 
it is naturally being asked whether it is 
wcrtli while to encounter such a danger 
under the circumstances. 
The pretense 
that the country calls for this particular 
nomination can of course no longer be main­ 
tained. 
It is already apparent that Grant 
is not the first choice of a very large section 
of the party, and that another large section 
is resolved to bolt rather than support 
him. 
Whether this is to work for Blaine 
or another candidate, however, cannot yet 
be determined. 
Blaine's friends 
have 
pushed his fight so mercilessly everywhere 
that they have aroused strong antagonism, 
and if he fails of a nomination on the sec­ 
ond ballot his strength may be broken, and 
a combination be effected on Sherman or a 
“ dark horse.” No doubt Blaine's prospects 
at present are good, but even with Grant 
out of the way he would have no certainty 
of victory, and perhaps the most that can 
now be said is that the probability of 
Graut's being the choice of the Conven­ 
tion is net only smaller than it has ever 
been yet, but still diminishing.

struction of some property during the 
Creek war, either by the Indians or the 
the troops. 
The damage was done in 1S13. 
The original owner of the property never 
made any claim for redress. 
But twenty 
years afterwards a claim for $600 was put 
in, and refused by Congress. 
How this 
claim gradually swelled and swelled, how 
payment after payment was made upon it, 
how from a claim of $600 it grew to a 
claim for $155,000,000, and how the whole 
of this would undoubtedly have been paid 
to the heirs of George Fisher but for the 
occurrence of the rebellion, must be ascer­ 
tained by reference to the story itself, 
which, though told by a humorist, is un­ 
doubtedly true. 
We are now reminded of 
this case by the resurrection of another 
equally venerable and equally outrageous 
swindle, the ventilation of which the pub­ 
lic may thank the New York Times for. 
This 
is 
the 
once-notorious De Groot 
claim, which twenty years ago engaged the 
attention of the country, which was then 
exploded apparently beyond any possibility 
of 
resurrection, 
but which has just 
come 
slipping 
and 
sliding 
into 
Congress again 
as 
fresh 
aud impu­ 
dent as ever. 
The facts are simple 
aud clear. 
In 1856 the Washington Aque­ 
duct was being built, aDd a contract was 
made with W. H. De Groot for the deliv­ 
ery of a large quantity of bricks, to be de­ 
livered at a fixed price, at the rate of 60,­ 
000 a day. 
The contract contained a 
special clause 
making 
the 
payments 
terminable by the failure of the contractor 
to supply the material, or the failure of 
Congress to make the appropriations. Both 
these things happened. 
De Groot failed 
to supply the material, and Congress cut 
off the appropriations. 
The contract was 
thus terminated, but nevertheless De Groot 
and his partners declined to regard it in 
that light, and made a demand for com­ 
pensation upon the Government. 
The 
then Secretary of the Treasury, Howell 
Cobb, took the advice of certain experts, 
Congress having authorized him to settle 
the claim “ on principles of justice and 
“ equity,” and so an award of $29,534 was 
made to the claimant in 1858. 
This was 
not enough, however, aud two years later 
De Groot appeared again as a claimant. 
This time he maintained that lie ought to 
have been allowed prospective profits on 
his entire contract. 
John B. Floyd had 
the matter referred to him, and he found 
that De Groot ought to have $119,000 
damages for his failure to execute a con­ 
tract according to its original conditions. 
The money was about to be paid when a 
prying newspaper correspondent at Wash­ 
ington discovered the fraud, and published 
it, and the reaction it produced killed the 
swindle for that time. 
Now, however, a 
: generation having passed since it was last 
heard of, it is brought up again, and it is 
quite possible that if it bad not bteu once 
more gibbeted by the press, the steal would 
have been consummated this time. 


THE TAXATION 
OF 
FRANCHISES. 


The Nation remarks of the late English 
elections, that “ one of the most startling 
“ revelations made by the election is the 
“ total lack of the influence on the voters 
“ of the country at large of the London 
“ daily pr333.” 
Nearly all the London 
papers were against Mr. Gladstone, and as 
the Nation says, “ most of them treated 
“ him as a half-crazy person, and as in 
“ some sense a national disgrace, at the 
“ very time when he was rousing a con- 
“ fidencG and even an enthusiasm among 
“ the masses of the voters such as have 
“ perhaps been bestowed on no man in 
“ England since the younger Pitt.” The 
inference drawn by the Nation, that the 
London press was necessarily wrong, and 
that the people were necessarily right, ap­ 
pears to us to be untenable, however. 
It 
often happens that the public take the bit in 
their teeth and run away from the press, 
but it does not follow that the people are 
right. 
They are undoubtedly tbe stronger, 
and that is all that can be said. 
A 
great deal has been written from time 
to time about the shrewdness of popular 
instincts and the significance of great 
waves of popular sentiment, but history 
does not furnish any support for this theory 
of the superiority of mass fancies. 
Mr. 
Gladstone may bo all that the people think 
him, and the London papers may be quite 
mistaken about him, but this does not fol­ 
low from tbe circumstance that the major­ 
ity were for him in the late election. 
As a 
matter of fact majorities have been con­ 
spicuously wrong on many of the greatest 
and most momentous occasions. And when 
the almost unanimous expression of an 
educated press is found to be on one 
side of a case, and the almost unanimous 
expression of an uneducated public opin­ 
ion is on the other, we think that it 
requires a good deal of enthusiasm to be­ 
lieve that the public must be right and 
the press wrong. 
Cultivated London may 
differ in 
opinion 
from 
uncultivated 
England, but which is the most likely 
to judge wisely? 
Mr. Gladstone has 
certainly done many things of late calcu­ 
lated to help him with the unintelligent, 
and to hurt him with the intelligent. 
He has been accused, not without reason, 
of playing the demagogue, and he has 
already since the election been obliged 
to confess that in a public speech during 
the campaign he grossly abused a friendly 
sovereign. 
In all 
this the instinct of 
the people may be truer than the reason 
of the educated classes, but if it is, the 
fact must be regarded as the exception 
which proves the rule, and not a3 the rule 
itself. 
The idea that the opinion of the 
many is necessarily the right opinion is 
obviously a survival from more barbarous 
periods, when Might made Right. 
It has 
been fostered with the growth of democ­ 
racy, as the easiest way of placating the 
majority, but it is not a logical deduc­ 
tion, and it ought to be employed with 
great caution and circumspection. 


THE PHENOMENAL VITALITY OF FRAUD. 


Several of our contemporaries have been 
moved of late to comment upon that pro­ 
vision of the new Constitution which pre­ 
scribes the taxation of franchises, aud they 
have perplexed themselves considerably in 
the endeavor to ascertain precisely what it 
is that this tax falls upon. 
We are in­ 
clined to think that this research is unnec­ 
essary under the circumstances, for we do 
not believe there is any room for doubt as 
to the real meaning of the tax on fran­ 
chises. 
The framers of the new Constitu­ 
tion were to a considerable extent imbued 
with the idea that the rich did not pay 
enough taxes. 
They were not disposed to 
be content that the wealthy tax-payers 
should contribute in proportion as much as 
the poor, but they favored the adoption of 
that form of graduated taxation which is 
neither inore nor less than a punishment 
for prospering. 
The proposition to intro­ 
duce this principle into California was, 
however, not favorably regarded by the 
press ‘ and public, aud the Communists 
found it necessary to dissemble 
their 
purposes, or abandon them altogether. 
They could not bring themselves to 
adopt the latter course, and so 
they 
pondered the matter until it occurred to 
them that they might elude the prejudices 
of the community by disguising their 
project. 
In accordance with this plan 
they proposed the taxation of franchises, 
which was really nothing but a round­ 
about method of confiscation. 
The tax 
upon franchises is, as all intelligent persons 
can perceive, a tax upon nothing, in effect. 
It is merely an excuse for levying an extra 
tax, and it is as much a discriminating im­ 
post as if it had been put in the original 
form of a graduated tax. 
No doubt a time 
will come when the people of California 
will realize the folly of all such malignant 
and short-sighted assaults upon great in­ 
terests which support and build up the 
State, blit until that time comes we must 
be content to act as a shocking example to 
the rest of the world in this and other 
particulars. 


THE WHITTAKER 
CASE. 


Readers of Mark Twain may remember, 
in his Sketch Book, a paper entitled “ The 
“ facts in the case of George Fisher, de­ 
c e a se d .” It is the history, taken from 
the Government archives, of one of those 
swindles which have been of late years 
erected to the dignity of a class, and the 
exposure of which seems to have noeffect in 
diminishing them. The McGarrahan Claim 
is perhaps the most familiar instance of the 
kind. The case mentioned by Mark Twain 
was of a common class. 
It was that of a 
man in Florida who had suffered the de- 


Whatever the outcome of tbe inquiry 
into the outrage committed upon Cadet 
Whittaker, the revelations which have 
been made concerning his ostracism by the 
rest of the cadets will retain their signifi­ 
cance. 
But though a good deal of indig­ 
nation has been expressed because of the 
cruel treatment of this lad, and though his 
social condition has undoubtedly been 
most distressing and pitiful, it is very dif­ 
ficult, if not quite impossible, to know 
what to do about the matter. 
The fact is 
obvious that the treatment extended l>y 
the West Point Cadets to colored boys is 
simply the treatment which all white peo­ 
ple are disposed to extend to all colored 
people. 
The difference between the cases 


13 that whereas in ordinary society white 
men can hold colored people at arm’s 
length without attracting any attention or 
wounding any sensibilities, this course is 
impracticable in a school where the great­ 
est social intimacy necessarily exists be­ 
tween the scholars. In other words, while 
in the world nobody can be compelled 
to associate with colored people if they 
do 
not 
want 
to 
do 
so, 
at West 
Point the contact is unavoidable save 
by the exercise of cruel and offensive prac­ 
tices. 
The situation of colored cadets at 
such a place is not an eaEy problem to 
master. 
The bringing together of the two 
races there is a step more than has been 
taken anywhere else, and if it does not suc­ 
ceed it may well be asked where are the 
precedents justifying a supposition that it 
would succeed. 
Of course there ought not 
to be any recognized proscription at West 
Point, bnt it does not seem possible to pre­ 
vent the quiet or effectual kind which is 


always at the command of the other ca­ 
dets. 
The subject is a very difficult one, 
but in common justice to the white cadets 
it must be recognized that they are ex­ 
pected to show a freedom from race preju­ 
dice which their fathers and mothers have 
never exhibited, and which they are prob­ 
ably incapable of exhibiting. 
The West 
Point boys are probably no worse than 
other boys iu this respect, and they are 
certainly' no worse than the society which 
produced them. 
There is a race and color 
prejudice, and it is active throughout the 
North. 
This truth ought to be taken into 
consideration by those who are inclined to 
stigmatize the ’West Point cadets as pe­ 
culiarly bigoted colorphobists. 


INFERNAL MACHINES. 


It seems that an era of infernal machines 
is setting in just now. 
Yesterday two ex­ 
periments of this kind were reported, from 
different parts of the country. 
An attempt 
was made to blow up the Spauish Consul- 
General at New York by means of a pack­ 
age which when opened darted balls of fire 
all about the room, and at Portland, Ore­ 
gon, a man who was a witness in an im­ 
portant case was given two cigars .carefully 
loaded with dynamite cartridges, one of 
which exploding as he smoked it, injured 
him severely', but not fatally. 
It is to be 
remarked that though a great deal of skill 
and cunning have at various times been 
exhibited in the construction of infernal 
machines, they are scarcely ever successful. 
As a rule they demand too many adventi­ 
tious aids. 
A certain anticipated series 
of acts must be gone through by the victim, 
or the machine explodes at the wrong 
moment, and usually without hurting 
anybody. 
The cases in which people 
have been killed by inventions of this 
character are reassuringly few, and the 
failures are almost as numerous as the ex­ 
periments. 
Tiiis probably is one reason 
wiiy such machinery is resorted to so sel­ 
dom. 
It is too risky and too uncertain. 
The determined and successful assassina­ 
tions of history have almost invariably 
been perpetrated by men who had resolved 
to sacrifice themselves, and therefore ap­ 
proached their victims so closely as to in­ 
sure the fatality of the blow. 
The assas­ 
sination of the Regent Murray, of Scotland, 
indeed, was accomplished successfully by 
a man who made his escape, but lie was a 
dead shot, and had an unusually favorable 
opportunity. 
The deaths of the Duke of 
Buckingham, Henry of France, the Prince 
of Orange, and others, were caused by the 
knife or pistol at close quarters. 
Infernal 
machines seldom earn their names, and 
nine times out of ten only secure the dis­ 
covery and punisluuent of the scoundrels 
who employ them. 


HAMPTON 
ON THE 
KELLOGG CASE. 


Wade Hampton has made a speech con­ 
demning the attempt to unseat Kellogg, 
and expressing his opinion that the whole 
question was a rr* adjudícala, anil that 
there was no excuse for reopening it. 
His 
Democratic colleagues were quite taken 
aback at this frank utterance, and it is 
possible that it indicates a conflict of opin­ 
ion on that side of the Senate which will 
compel the abandonment of the attack on 
Kellogg. 
Senator Hampton, in commou 
with other Southern politicians, has ¡its of 
frankness and candor which are dangerous 
to his party friends, and from time to time 
he manufactures some popularity in this 
way, at least with his political opponents. 
It is to be regretted, however, that these 
virtuous spasms do not last, and that when 
the party whip is cracked seriously, Mr. 
Hampton is generally among the first to 
return to his allegiance. 
The Kellogg case 
is one which we should think both parries 
would be more willing to let alone than to 
meddle with. 
It involves reminiscences 
which are equally discreditable to both, 
and bargains which, however convenient in 
critical junctures, cannot be defended so­ 
berly, or made to accord with any orthodox 
theory of public duty. 
The Kellogg and 
Butler cases in fact hang together, as Sen­ 
ator Blaine improdently intimated the 
other day, and though the Democrats want 
Kellogg's seat very much, and though it 
may be of great importauce to them here­ 
after, it is doubtful whether they have not 
more to lose from a ventilation of all the 
facts concerned than to gaiu by turning 
him out.

J . Stevens, while upon his recent trip to Ari­ 
zona, procured four large specimens of the 
Yucca Gloriosa, or Bayonet Plant, alias 
Adana’s Needle, which is quite a curiosity in 
its line in this section of the country. The 
leaves of the plant are shaped very similar to 
a baronet, are from five-eighths to three- 
fourths of an inch wide, and about two feet 
long. I t seuds up a flowering stalk from its 
center similar in appearance to that of the 
Century plant, but not more than from two 
to three inches i:t diameter, and generally 
five to seven feet high, but they have been 
seen as much as twelve feet high. This stalk 
during its ti uttering season is profusely cov­ 
ered with cream-colored fl overs, which are 
exceedingly fragrant. The plants are to be 
put out at the grounds about the railroad 
shops, which are already assuming the ap­ 
pearance of beauty and taste by the variety 
of trees, shrubs arid plants. Another lot of 
orange trees have also just been received 
from L is Angeles, to be planted in the rail­ 
road yards.

The closing session of the Convention com­ 
menced at 1» o’clock yesterday morning, and 
half an hour was devoted to prayer and 
praise-meeting. The regular business of the 
Convention was then called, with Rev. Dr. 
Gray, Moderator, in the chair, who said that 
before any business was considered he wished 
to state that no persons have a right to vote 
iu the Convention unless authorized as dele­ 
gates from the churches or delegates from 
associations, or as life members. 
He made 
the statement as he had beeu informed that 
parties had participated in voting who were 
unauthorized to do so. 
Air. Guirey wanted to know who was re­ 
ferred to, and Air. Hewes stated that no such 
irregularity could have occurred upon the 
resolutions voted upon yesterday afternoon if 
the churches had been called as he wi lled 
to have done, while Air. Kalloch wanted to 
know if it w as Air. Smith over there who 
was referred to, as he saw he voted on that 
occasion yesterday referred to by Mr. Hewes, 
and desired to know by what authority, as he 
was not a delegate. 
The Moderator stated that he did not refer 
to any one in particular, and had cautiously 
refused to do so, but had only spoken for fu­ 
ture guidance upon whatever mi0ht come be­ 
fore the Convention. He also hoped that 
there would not hereafter be any expression 
given by wav of clapping hands - r stamping 
of feet nor hisses. These might be admissi­ 
ble in political bodies, but did not comport 
with the dignity which should be maintained 
by this. 
The reports of committees were then called 
for, and Rev. l)r. Taft submitted a report 
from, the Committee on Foreign Alissions, 
recommending the acceptance of the Amer­ 
ican Board of Home Alissions’proposition, to 
furnish 82 to each dollar raised by the State 
for mission work in this State, and that th* 
sum of §2,000 be raised by the churches this 
year for this purpose. 
On motion, the report was adopted, and an 
effort to raise a portion of it at once, by 
pledges from delegates and churches, secured 
about 81,100 of the amount, when the matter 
was referred to the delegates to take home to 
their several churches. 
Rev. G. S. Abbott submitted a report of 
the Committee 
upon Publications, which 
recommended that the American Baptist 
Publishing Society take immediate steps to 
establish a book depository at San Francisco 
or some eligible place in this State ; recom­ 
mending the publications of the Society, and 
also indorsing the Evangel and Herald of 
Truth, published in this State, and recom­ 
mending that they be liberally sustained by 
the denomination. 
The committee to arrange for the place of 
holding the next State Convention reported 
that three of the committee were in favor of 
meeting at the Fifth Baptist Church, San 
Francisco, aud two in favor of meeting at 
the Aletropolitan Temple Church. 
Rev. Air. Hewes moved that the Fifth 
Church be adopted as the place. 
Rev. Dr. Taft moved to amend to the 
church at Dixon, and said that he thought 
! the temper of the Convention and the con­ 
dition of things in San Francisco just now 
made it preferable to visit that city at some 
other time. 
The motion as amended—to insert Dixon— 
was agreed to almost unanimously. 
Rev. C. W. Hewes arose to a question of 
privilege, and real from the report of the 
j Convention in yesterday’s R ecoru-U nion the 
! statement that in reference to taking the vote 
! to lay the resolutions 
relating to

the 
table, that he (Air. 
Hewes) made a motion that the list of 
churches be called in alphabetical order and 
the votes be given by ayes and uoes. 
“ This 
motion,” continued the sneaker, reading, 
“ was also seconded by several voices, but iu 
the confusion which was now uppermost it 
was not noticed by the Chair, and a vote 
upon the motion of Dr. A. Cooley to lay the 
resolution upon the table was takui by a 
rising vote, which resulted 46 in the affirma­ 
tive, and 311 in the negative. Now,” said Air. 
Hewes, “ I wLh toa.»k the Aloderator whether 
this statement which has gone broadcast over 
the land is correct—whether you heard my 
motion or not—for I regarded it important at 
that juncture, aud that the result might have 
been different if the vote had been taken iu 
acc «rdanca with it.” 
The Moderator stated that it was correct— 
that he heard the motion, but as the Secre­ 
tary had just liten called away by a telegram, 
and the Secretary pro tern, had uo list of the 
churches or knowledge of the papers, he put 
the motion by a rising vote, and, as no objec­ 
tion was made, declared the vote so taken. 
He said this was the way it occurred and he 
had directed the Secretary to prepare a list of 
the churches s o that the vote could be taken 
iu that manner thereafter if de-ired. 
Afr. llewes said that he called attention 
more than once at the time that “ Cushing’s 
.Manual ” required votes to be taken by ayes 
and noes, whenever five or more called for 
them, and this report in the paper shows that 
they were so called for. 
Air. Kalloch said that, so far as the parlia­ 
mentary side of this matter was concerned, 
“ Cushing’s M anual” had nqthing whatever 
to do with i t ; that this Church and this Con­ 
vention had never adopted “ Cushing’s Man- 
ual,” and until it should do so the Convention 
was not in any manner bound by it, it made 
no difference how often the brother had 
called attention to it. As to the remark just 
made that the result Would probably have 
beeu different if the list of churches had been 
called and the vote taken in that way, he 
wished to say that, he had instructed the 
Clerk of the Convention yesterday morning 
to have a li.-t of the delegates and churches 
prepared, as he should have votes taken that 
way, and he certainly should have pre­ 
ferred it. 
The Committee on Education favorably no­ 
ticed in their report the denominational col­ 
lege at Vacaville, and also Airs. Perry’s Sem­ 
inary, of Sacramento, and that at Point 
Louios, and commended them to the patron­ 
age of the Church. 
Air. Kalloch reported, from the Committee 
on Woman’s Home Alissi ns. that the com­ 
mittee had agreed to raise 8100 for the Amer­ 
ican Board of Home Mi.-sious, to be credited 
upon tbe basis proposed by the Society. 
The Committee on State Missionary Board 
reported a resolution making the pastors of 
all the churches of the State to constitute 
such Board. 
Rev. Dr. Frost thought the Board should 
include some of the prominent lay workers.

The upper flour consists 
of a rear room of equal extent with the 
rear basement and opening just above the 
alley aud lighted from front, rear and the 
court. The walls are done in white with a 
tinted ceiling 16 feet from the floor. Next 
the main store-room and at its head is a sam­ 
ple closet and stationary marble basin : next 
to it i.n the cast, lighted from and at the end 
of the court, is the private office, handsomely 
furnished.

THE TRUTH ABOUT THOMAS A. SCOTT, 
THE RAILWAY KING. 


E nglish and Am erican Elections 
Com­ 
p ared—Lucy Stone R edivivus—C. 
J. V anderbilt as a Novelist. 


N e w Y o r k , May 6, 1S80. 
The resignation of Thomas A. Scott as 
President of the Pennsylvania Railway on 
account of ill health caused much surprise 
to the general public, but none to the per­ 
sons whose business It is to be informed of 
w hat is going on in the world. 
These 
knew, when he took his long vacation 
abroad, some seventeen months since, th at 
he had broken down, and that Lis physi­ 
cians had ordered complete rest for him 
for a year, if he wished to live. 
Some 
such facts were published at the time, but 
they were pronounced sensational reports 
w ithout the slightest foundation. 
Scott, 
it was said, was simply overworked ; all 
he needed for complete recovery was quiet 
and recreation. 
While he was in Europe, 
paragraphs got into print periodically, 
telling us that he was in good condition ; 
th a t all stories to the contrary were untrue, 
and that he would return better than he 
had been for years. 
His friends and asso­ 
ciates spoke authoritatively ; the newspa­ 


p e r s were all wrong, as was their habit, 
and much complaint was made of their 
constant tendency to error and exaggera­ 
tion. 
In this, as in so many cases, the 
newspapers were censured for 


TELLING THE EXACT TRUTH. 
Now that there is no longer any object 
in hiding the facts, they come out. Scott's 
associates openly adm it that he has been a 
paralytic for twenty-five years, and that 
he had a second and very severe paralytic 
stroke just before going to Europe. 
I t is 
said th at he will probably be able to 
return to active life and duties within a 
year or two, and that his resignation was 
tendered w ith such expectation. 
He may 
deceive himself with that id e a ; but his 
most intim ate friends are not deceived. 
They do not dare to hope, I understand, 
th at he can ever manage railways again. 
H e is only about f>0 ; but his former force, 
energy and vitality are exhausted. 
He 
has used up all his strength and nervous 
power, and he cannot regain them. 
H e is, 
in all likelihood, a perm anent wreck, and 
his associates would not be surprised if he 
should not survive the year. 
No man who 
lias been partially paralyzed can toil as he 
has done, and cany such enormous respon­ 
sibilities for twenty-five years after the 
paralysis w ith any reasonable prospect of 
recovery. 
Unlike Cornelius Vanderbilt, 
who had made a great fortune by steam­ 
boats and steamships before he touched 
railways, or Jay Gould, who became a rail­ 
way man in the line of speculation, Scott 


WORKED HIS WAY UP 
From the lowest rung of the ladder. 
He 
began by sweeping out a small station on 
a branch road of the Pennsylvania, and 
grew 
to be the controller of one of 
the 
largest 
railway 
combinations 
on 
th e 
continent. 
H is 
fortune 
is 
to­ 
day estimated at $5,000,000 ; but I am 
afraid that he is too feeble and shattered to 
enjoy it. 
Most Americans stop work only 
when their health has been undermined ; 
they cease to toil for wealth only when 
w ealth will do them no good. 
As the 
Arabs gay, God sends almonds to the 
toothless. 
Scott has always been very 
tranquil and unpretending in manner, as 
most men of character and force are apt to 
be. 
I remember when, as Assistant Secre­ 
ta ry of W ar he w ent to the Southwest, 
th a t hardly anybody, unless personally ac- 
ouainted with him, suspected his position. 
H e visited General John Pope, famous for 
rudeness and profanity, one afternoon at 
his headquarters at New Madrid, Mo., on 
G overnm ent business. As he entered Pope 
roared out, “ W hat’ll you h ave?” 
“ I 
w ish,” remarked the quiet man, “ to see 
you on business.” “ Call on my A djutant.” 
“ I desire to see you. ” 
“ Call on my Ad­ 
jutant, G 
d 
you.” 
“ M y name is 
S cott.” 
“ Don’t care w hat in h 
your 
name is. 
Obey my orders.-’ 
“ I am 
Thomas A. Scott. 
I have the honor to be 
A ssistant Secretary of W ar.” 
“ Beg your 
pardon, Colonel; please take a seat. 
De­ 
lighted to see you. 
The truth is I am so 
m uch anuoyed by loafers th at I am obliged 
to be rude sometimes to get rid of them. 
Can I be of any service?” 
Scott opened 
ins business at once, making no more refer­ 
ence to the General's brutal behavior than 
if he had been treated w ith the most dis­ 
tinguished courtesy. 


THE I ATE LIBERAL TRIUMPH 
in Britain has added fresh interest to its 
elections, which are conducted quite differ­ 
ently from our elections. 
There are two 
kinds of members of Parliam ent—Knights, 
as anciently named, who represent shires, 
or counties, and Burgesses, who represent 
boroughs. 
W hile they have the same rank 
in the House of Commons, it is thought a 
greater honor over there to be a member 
from a county than a member from a bor­ 
ough. 
The candidates are not usually 
chosen, as with us, by a caucus or conven­ 
tion held by the respective parties, although 
a sort of caucus system has been intro­ 
duced of late into some of the larger l>or- 
oughs. 
By 
the new system 
several 
hundred leading members of the party 
in 
the 
borough 
are 
formed 
into 
a nominating body, called, say the Man­ 
chester Three Hundred or the Chelsea 
Five Hundred, whose duty it is to meet, 
discuss and question the various candidates 
brought forward, and to choose between 
them. 
The system has m et with such op­ 
position th at it has been established in a 
few places only, and is not likely to be­ 
come universal. 
The candidate commonly 
offers himself to the party in the county or 
borough at a public meeting, expresses his 
political opinions, and a vote is taken in 
his favor. 
The proceeding is very in­ 
formal, as a kind of general understand­ 
ing has often been had among the leaders. 
But often the candidate has been clearly 
indicated by circumstances. 
He is the son 
and heir of a prominent nobleman, or he 
has been identified with the industries of 
the neighborhood, or he has been long in 
Parliam ent, or he is a statesman of distin­ 
guished reputation, whom the county or 
borough wauts to elect for its own honor.

Inns and tap-rooms are crowded 
w ith politicians, and 


THERE IS MUCH “ TREATING,” 
Flattering and wheedling of electors. 
The 
walls of the towns are covered w ith con­ 
spicuous placards of blue and yellow, crn- 
taining strong appeals to voters. 
Candi­ 
dates go in many instance from house to 
house, sometimes in open carriages with 
their wives and daughters, soliciting the 
suffrages of the people. 
The election occu­ 
pies two days at least. 
The first day, the 
candidate with his friends repairs to an 
appointed place, where the public election 
office is. 
Two friends of each candidate 
ropose and second him in brief speeches :

The next day, the polls are opened 
the various precincts, and the electors

In large counties or boroughs the 
balloting continues for several days.

gather at headquarters, and the result is 
announced w’ith much cheering on one 
side and much groaning on the other, 
l’he candidates make speeches to their 
supporters, and the membere-lect is not 
unfrequently drawn through the streets in 
his carriage to his hotel by his enthusiastic 
adherents. 
W here the election has been 
very close, the defeated party does not al­ 
ways preserve its amiability, and when 
very angry, expresses it by assailing the 
successful candidate with decayed vegeta­ 
bles, malodorous eggs and other offensive 
missiles. 
In this barbarous republic we 
behave ourselves much better. 


LÜCJY STONE. 
The papers mention th at Mrs. Lucy 
Stone Blackwell, or plain Lucy Stone, a3 
she wants to be called, has been robbed at 
Orange, N. J., by a rascal, who snatched 
her reticule, containing a small sum of 
money, and made off. 
Very little is heard 
of her nowadays, though she used to be 
constantly before the public, and was one 
of the ablest as well as most famous advo­ 
cates of woman’s rights. 
Born at W est 
Brookfield, Mass., 62 years since — she 
never tries to conceal her age—she deter­ 
mined when very young to have a liberal 
education. 
She w ent to Oberiin, then the 
sole college in the country open to her sex. 
She was very poor, but by hard work be­ 
tween the hours of study she earned 
enough to pay for tuition and board during 
nearly the whole of her course. 
In the 
debating society of the institution she first 
discovered 
and trained her rare talent 
for public 
speaking. 
Having 
been 
graduated 
with 
honor, she became an 
agent 
and 
lecturer 
for the 
Masssa- 
chusett’s 
Anti-Slavery 
Society,, 
and 
served it most efficiently. 
W hile acting 
for the Society she often pleaded for the 
rights of women, aDd was indeed the first 
person to draw attention to the subject. 
Her success as a sje a k e r—she is unques­ 
tionably a uatural orator—has always been 
great. 
She is decidedly logical and has 
much emotional force, but she owes most of 
her influence to her magnetism and her power 
of creating sympathy. 
H er voice is un­ 
commonly rich and sweet, and she has 
never had any trouble in making her au­ 
dience forget in a few minutes her by no 
means handsome, though very intelligent 
and interesting face. 
Lucy Stone was 
married 25 years ago to Henry B. Black­ 
well, brother of Elizabeth Blackwell, the 
first woman in the U nited States who re­ 
ceived the degree of M. 1>. 
She stipulated 
at the time of her nuptials th a t she should 
retain her maiden name, thinking th a t the 
adoption of her husband’s name m ight in­ 
terfere with the full exercise of her indi­ 
viduality. 
She has but 
one child, a 
daughter now grown to womanhood. 
She 
is very happy in her domestic relatious, 
though the popular notion is th at no such 
woman could be a good wife or a good 
mother.

A SINGULAR DISEASE.

The case of Miss Lizzie Collins, whose 
queer somnambulistic freaks, superinduced 
by a nervous affection of the spine, were 
first brought to the attention of the public 
by the letter of a local correspondent, is 
attracting considerable attention among 
medical men. 
H er father, W m. Collins, 
is a well-to-do farmer, living about three 
miles from 
Millersburg, on 
the Rud- 
del’s Mills road. 
He bears an excellent 
reputation for honesty and truth. 
Lizzie 
is his second daughter, aud will be 15 the 
last day of the present month. 
In figure 
she is above the average height of women, 
measuring five feet seven and a half inches. 
She is of delicate frame and weighs ninety- 
nine pounds. 
She has a pretty face, inher­ 
iting the beauty of her mother, who was 
considered 
the handsomest 
woman in 
Nicholas county. 
From infaucy Lizzie 
has been delicate, and she has had but 
about seventeen m onths’ schooling, yet 
she is intelligent beyoud her years aud 
very lady-like in manners. 
Last New 
Year’s her spine began to trouble her, and 
she was forced to take to her bed. 
Dr. D. 
D. Eads, her medical adviser, says th at the 
nerves in all parts of her body are super­ 
sensitive, so much so th at the pressure of 
one’s hand is excruciatingly painful. 
H er 
lungs, heart, etc., are normally healthy, 
and she has a good appetite. 
Some days 
the nerves of h er body arc less sensitive 
than on others, aud she is allowed to move 
about the house on crutches. 
About six 
weeks ago strange phenomena in connec­ 
tion w ith the disease began to manifest 
themselves. 
A t irregular intervals, some­ 
times in the morning, but generally in the 
early evening, the girl to all appearances 
falls asleep, always on her right side, with 
her right arm doubled under her head. 
H er eyes close, her breathing becomes 
short aud spasmodic, and low moaning es­ 
capes her lips. 
The muscles above her 
eyes tw itch convulsively, and her mouth is 
frequently thrown to one side. 
W hile in 
this condition she manifests w hat in men­ 
tal philosophy is called double conscious­ 
ness. 
The nervous sensitiveness vanishes 
or is deadened, and she has been known to 
jump out of bed and w alk'about the house 
unaided 
and 
w ithout 
apparent eflort. 
W hen in her normal condition the weight 
of a person’s hand laid upon any portion 
of her spine will cause her to scream with 
pain. 
In the abnormal state a brisk rub­ 
bing of the back is unnoticed. But strauger 
even tiian this physical change is her men- 


j tal metamorphosis. 
As soon as she enters 
the new state she acts like one in somnam­ 
bulism, but very unlike her natural self. 
In fact, in her normal and abnormal con­ 
dition she appears to have two separate 
identities, physical aud mental. 
In her 
normal condition she presents a body, the 
nerves of which are sensitive in a high de­ 
gree. 
In her abnormal condition the 
nerves lose their sensitive quality. 
N atu ­ 
rally, she is shy and quiet in manner, 
choice in her selection of words, and intel­ 
ligent in conversation. 
In the somnambu­ 
listic state she is the reverse, romps with 
strangers, talks with an infantile lisp, has 
the pettish, willful manner of a spoiled 
baby, and reasons like a child. 
W hen 
herself she is fond of reading the more ab­ 
struse books, poetic and prose masterpieces. 
Abnormally, she cares only for nursery 
rhymes and books w ritten for little chil­ 
dren. 
B ut there is also another phase of 
this strange condition. She will frequently 
call for her books and slate and proceed to 
study her lessons, do difficult sums in 
arithm etic, write letters to relatives, etc., 
all with her eyes closed entirely. 
She re­ 
cently wrote a letter of four pages to a 
relative, and, on reading it over, corrected 
several misspelled words. 
W hile in this 
state of somnambulism she calls Dr. Eads 
and his wife her pa and ma, and calls her 
real parents grandpa aud grandma. 
Dr. 
Eads has attended her from early infancy. 
When aroused from this strange state she 
is always laughing, and before waking has 
frequent romps w ith those near her bed­ 
side. 
W hen awake she has no recollection 
of w hat she did or said in the somnambu­ 
listic state. 
W hen awake she writes witli 
her right hand altogether, and when asleep 
she writes w ith her left hand altogether, 
and in either state pens a fine but very dif­ 
ferent handwriting. 
Dr. Kenney, of Paris, 
made a careful examination of her while in 
a state of somnambulism, and states that 
her eyes are really closed all the time. 
He 
has never come across a similar case in his 
practice, andjfdoea not know of a similar 
case on record. 


THE GREAT SOUTHERN COMET. 


The event which is creating a considera­ 
ble sensation in the southern hemisphere 
is the nightly appearance in the south­ 
western heavens, shortly after sunset, of a 
large and luminous body, supposed by 
those conversant with the aspects of such 
celestial visitants to be a comet of no ordi­ 
nary kind. 
It is remarkable th at astrono­ 
mers throughout the British colonies and 
in England have not given the least inti­ 
mation or prediction as to its coming. The 
appearance of the present comet is what 
astronomers designate 
“ a beam.” 
Its 
continuance is uncertain, though it may 
remain visible for some time, especially as 
it has not yet attained its perihelion and 
the nucleus has not been seen, though, 
doubtless, it will be at the Cape, France, 
England, and other countries. 
In brill­ 
iancy and grandeur it is vastly inferior to 
the comet which appeared in the early 
days of the colony. 
T hat it is wonderful 
and awe-inspiring, we admit, but the ab­ 
sence of superstition from our minds, and 
a belief in the opinions of scientific men 
as to the cause of such phenomena, has 
banished all dread as to the baneful results 
which are expected to follow its appearing. 
The most notable comets of modern times 
are those of 1643, 1847, 1853, 1858 and 
1861. 
That of 1843 is still regarded as the 
most marvelous of the preseut age, having 
been observed in the day-time before beiug 
visibly at night—passing very near the sun 
—exhibiting an enormous length of tail of 
a fiery character, and arousing interest in 
the public mind as deep as it was unprece­ 
dented. 
W hether the comet now visible 
to us has anything to do with the heat of 
the atmosphere we cannot say, hut it is a 
fact that for days prior to its coming the 
tem perature was higher than usual. —[Frear- 
son’s W eekly, Adelaide, Australia.

DOMESTIC YEWS. 


F ires in P en n sy lv an ia. 
M ilford, May 14th.—The terrible forest 
fires continue. Over 3,000,000 feet of lumber, 
a vast amount of valuable timber, and sev­ 
eral dwellings and barus, have beeu burned. 
Six thousand acres were ablaze this morning. 
A light rain is now falling. The steam saw­ 
mill of Liavid Dale & Son, at Moscow, was 
burned last night. 
W illia m s p o rt, May 14th.—It is reported 
that the lire which commenced in Milton 
about 11:30 to-day lias destroyed fifty build­ 
ings, including car shops, machine shops, and 
the Methodist and Reformed churches. 
Un­ 
less the wind changes the entire town will be 
burned. Milton telegraphed here for assist­ 
ance. Telegraphic communication is now in ­ 
terrupted. 
APrEAL FOR AID. 
H a r r is b u r g (Pa.), May 14th.—Governor 
H oyt sends a telegram urging the Mayors of 
cities in the ¡state to stimulate charity for the 
distressed people of Milton, of whom 3,000 
are homeless and hungry. 
M ilto n , May 14th.—A fire broke out at 
12 o’clock to-day in the car works, and a 
heavy northwest wind prevailing, it was im­ 
possible to check the progress of the flames 
until the business portion of the town was de­ 
stroyed. I t is estimated that 400 buildings 
have been burned, including all the churches. 
The fire burned over a space of seven squares 
in leDgth and three iu width. 
Assistance 
came from ¡áunberry, Danville, Williamsport, 
Dewisburg and Watsontown. The banks, 
telegraph office, newspaper offices, Pennsyl­ 
vania railroad depot, gas works, and all the 
hotels are destroyed. 
Several bodies have 
been recovered, but are burned beyond re­ 
cognition. Two hundred and fifty families 
are rendered homeless, and are camping out 
in the fields. 
Supplies of provisions and 
clothing are needed at once. 
It is impossible 
to estimate the loss at present. 
Large quantities of household goods were 
loaded on cars and taken up aud down the 
road, and the fields arouud the town are filled 
with goods. 
During the confusion many 
articles were stolen. One lady lost 800,000 in 
Government bonds. 
The fire raged so fiercely 
in the upper part of town that most of the 
people barely escaped with their lives. 
The 
wife of Dr. Gyrus Brown is badly burned, 
and others are known to be seriously injured. 
T he loss is variously estimated from $1,000,- 
1)00 to $2,000,000, but no accurate account 
can be given to-night. The mansion of ex- 
fiovernor Pollock was destroyed. 
M ilton, May 14th.—The latest estimate 
places the loss by the fire at $1,800,000 ; in­ 
surance, $800,000. 
F ires in N ew J ersey . 
G ib so n 's M ills , May 14th.—Scarcely an 
acre of timber land can be found in the vi- • 
cinity of Hanover, Whitney and Wood- 
mancie. All has been destroyed by the fire 
now sweeping to the sea. The population 
were all out last night turning the flames 
from the direction of the thickly inhabited 
places. Three dwellings, with outbuildings, 
were burned. The forest tires now raging 
about Allison, it is reported, destroyed 100 
square miles of valuable berry bogs, timber 
land and vineyards. 
The village of Great 
Republic lost twenty-two buildings. Two 
houses were burned in Ocean. The loss of 
the Burlington and Columbus Railroad Com­ 
pany will be very heavy. 
In the vicinity of 
JPiqua river nearly seventy acres of choice 
. ranberry bog were burned, beside some hun­ 
dreds of acres of valuable cedar and oak for­ 
est and a large quantity of cord wood. Two 
houses were destroyed. 
M in in s d isa ste r in M irlilgan . 
N obway, May 14th. — Early Thursday 
morning No. 2 shaft of the Lumberman 
Mining Company’s (Ludington) iron mine, 
located eight miles from here, cavedir, bury­ 
ing alive sixteen miners. The shaft was 50 
feet deep, aud contained five feet of water. 
John Tie, an Irishman, Isaac Winn and 
Oliver Gardner, Coruishmen, who were work­ 
ing directly at the bottom of the shaft, were 
taken out dead, The others, who were work­ 
ing in a drift, were rescued alive. 
Imme­ 
diately on the caving in of the shaft an alarm 
was given, and the miners from other parts of 
the mine hurried to the scene and set ac­ 
tively at work to release the imprisoned 
miners, and as it progressed the half-suffo­ 
cated cries of the miners could be heard 
growicg fainter and fainter. 
At about 9 
o’clock an entrance was made and thirteen of 
the miners rescued from the drifts of the 
shaft uninjured. The remaining three, being 
directly under the falling ruck, were killed or 
suffocated, and were taken out dead.

B ritish A g ricu ltu ra l 
P rosp ects, 
L ondon, May 14th.—James Caird, an ag­ 
ricultural authority, in a letter on British 
agricultural prospects and American compe­ 
tition, says: Nothing like the present de­ 
pression in agricultural interests has been 
seen since the repeal of the corn law. In 
nine years there have been seven defective 
harvests in England, where the bulk of the 
wheat crop is grown. There has been lost in 
three years one-fourth more than one whole 
year's wheat crop—a loss to growers of more 


meat and cereals is of immense benefit to the 
consuming 
class of Europe. 
It 
must 
be 
met 
by the production of articles 
which will not bear long storage or carriage, 
such as milk, fresh butter, early meat, vegeta­ 
bles, hay, straw, potatoes aud sugar-beets. 
Grass-farm dairying and market gardening— 
all interested in land, whether owner, occu­ 
pier or laborer, must be disenthralled. 
The 
control of dead land must be removed ; the 
sale and transfer of land must be simplified 
and cheapened ; incumbered and unwieldy 
estates must be broken up and subdivided to 
form numerous small properties. 
The drain 
of agricultural labor aud capital to the United 
States and Canada will alter the existing con­ 
ditions of agricultural property in England. 
Our agriculture must adapt itself to the 
change freely, accepting the good it brings, 
and skillfully using the advantages which a 
greater proximity to the best market must 
always command.

LECTÜRE OF REV. L S. KALL0CH. 


Rev. I. S. Kalloch lectured last evening at 
the Ninth-street Baptist Church, in this city, 
to a full house, upon tl^: subject of “ Chris­ 
tianity and the Chinese.” 
Iu the course of 
his lecture he said : 
Have we any reason to believe that the in­ 
durated btoieism of the Chinese character can 
be affected by the gospel ? And can this be 
best done by carrying the gospel to China or 
bringing the Chinese to us ? The questions 
are important, ior one of the strongest sup­ 
ports of the Chinese invasion is the opinion 
of a great many good men 
that the 
providence 
of 
God 
is 
sending 
them 
here for their conversion, and hence that 
those of ns who tight against their coming are 
fighting against God. Christianity is adapted 
to all classes and all countries, Caucasian or 
African, Asiatic or Indian. 
Confucianism 
may have some special adaptation to the Chi­ 
nese ; Mohammedanism to the T u rk ; but 
Christianity is the religion for Man. 
Chris­ 
tianity has penetrated China, and won Some 
of its most significant victories there. The 
great insurrection against the Tartar dynasty 
was a religions rebellion. 
It had allies that 
had uo sympathy with its origin; it was 
stained with crimes and excesses; but tiie 
chief element of its power was a religious re­ 
volt against idolatry and a practical accept­ 
ance of Christianity. 
They fought like 
Christians. Before the attack on Nanking 
they knelt down and prayed, and then fought 
like the soldiers of Cromwell. Missionary 
efforts for the conversion of the Chinese have 
met with gratfiying success. There are many 
thousand converts. 
More than a hundred 
faithful missionaries are laboring there. And 
“ the 
noblest 
Roman 
of 
them 
all” 
is our own beloved Dr. Dean. 
There is no 
necessary antagonism between Confucianism 
aud Christianity. 
The greater includes the 
less. 
Christianity is the only complete re­ 
ligion. 
It completes the Uoufueian reverence 
for the past by adding hope for the future; 
stability by progress ; faith in man by hope iu 
God ; interest in this world with the expecta­ 
tion of another and better. 
Christianity 
does not exclude but it includes the good of 
Confucianism. 
I have faith in the adaptation of the gos­ 
pel to all tuen. All men have a common na­ 
ture. The laws of Christianity are applica­ 
ble to all. 
The rest are general principles, 
and apply to the whole race. 
Therefore I 
believe in the Christianization of the Chinese. 
But th¡3 is a very different question from the 
advisability of encouraging the Chinese to 
come here and stay here in order to get them 
converted. 
The one idea I believe in ; the 
other I most emphatically repudiate. There 
are heads so tjiick that they cannot see the 
distinction, but I am not responsible for 
sueii heads. 
This is a poor country to 
convert a Chinaman in. 
The gospel is 
adapted to a Chinaman. 
So it is to a man 
affiieted with the small-pox. 
Should we en­ 
courage the imbiigration of small-pox pa­ 
tients on that account ? Should we have no 
regaril tor others ? Where we have converted 
one Chinaman they have degraded and de­ 
bauched a hundred of our people. There is 
a good deal more likelihood of their degrading 
us than there is of our elevating them. This 
strikes 
me as a slow 
process for the 
conversion of the 
world. 
1 know 
we 
are 
commanded 
to 
go 
into 
all 
the 
world 
and preach the gospel, but we 
are not commanded to bring all the world to 
us for that purpose. 
Christianity itself may 
suffer detriment by the contact. 
There is no 
precept in our religion, there is nothing in 
the missionary spirit, that compels us to sub­ 
ject the youth of our land to contact with 
heathenish manners, customs and vices. Aud 
the Chinamen get no good, while our own 
people are degraded. 
Rev. Otis Gibson re­ 
fers to theit treatment by our hoodlums, and 
says: “ Anil all this from parties whom 
the Chinaman supposes to be fair repre­ 
sentatives of this boasted Christian civil­ 
ization.” 
Is this conducive to the Chi­ 
namen’s conversion'! Does this indicate that 
the “ providence of God” has sent him 
here to get converted? Then it would seem 
to indicate that the providence of God does 
not understand its business. 
This then is the 
conclusion of the whole matter. 
I would 
not encourage a Chinaman to come here; I 
would induce all I could to leave ; I believe 
all the conditions here are unfavorable to 
their conversion ; I think the evil of their 
poisonous presence is vastly greater than any 
good we can do them; but all this does 
not alter my sacred obligation to do good to 
all men as I have opportunity. 
As an indus­ 
trial problem, it is one of vast and augment­ 
ing danger. 
As citizens we should discour­ 
age this perilous and incongruous element by 
all the peaceable means in our power. 
But 
in Christian effort to save their souls we 
should rise above the industrial issues or 
speculative problems of the hour. 
Man is 
of more worth than institutions; religion is 
greater than politics, aud the designs of 
1’rovidence are, under these, the cycles of na­ 
tional destiny. 
I believe in Chinese evan­ 
gelization ; I do not believe in Chinese immi­ 
gration. -
